TOLL CHARGE 


Dartford crossing is targeted in review 


FURIOUS anti-toll campaigners 
have blasted the Government’s 
decision to increase charges at the 
Dartford crossing by a staggering 
66 per cent. 

The Department for Transport (DfT) has 
said that from 2012, car drivers should pay 
£2.50 to cross the River Thames - a £1 
increase from the current price and £1.50 
more than it was just two years ago. 

That means tolls will have risen by an 
incredible 150 per cent in just four years. 

Motorists are especially angry about the 
proposals because they were originally 
promised the tolls would be scrapped once 
the cost of building the Queen Elizabeth II 
bridge was met, which it was seven years ago. 

The DfT says the new charges, which are 
subject to consultation, will help pay for new 
technology resulting in the removal of the toll 
booths and a reduction in the level of conges¬ 
tion and pollution. 

But Ian Taylor - Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers - was less than 
impressed with the plan. 

“I’m appalled, and that’s putting it mildly,”

he said. “The Government is screwing drivers 
over even more than it already has been. 

“The crossing has already been paid for, it 
belongs to us and yet we’re still being taxed 
to use it. There’s no excuse and I absolutely 
condemn this move out of hand. 

“Most people hate the crossing because of 
the queues, the pollution and the cost, but we 
can’t live without it unless we want to drive 
through central London. 

“So to raise the cost when there isn’t a 
viable alternative is an absolute disgrace.” 

The Dartford crossing links the M25 across 
the River Thames and carries about 150,000 
vehicles a day. 

Under the plans announced as part of 
Wednesday’s Comprehensive Spending 
Review, the charges for car drivers could rise 
from £1.50 to £2 next year, before rising again 
to £2.50 in 2012. 

The DfT also announced it will not be selling 
the crossing to a private company, signalling a 
victory for campaigners like local Lib Dem 
supporter James Willis who opposed the plan 
devised by the previous Labour government. 


He said: “We’re really pleased the crossing 
will remain in public ownership, but the 
increase in toll charges is totally ignorant to 
the promises made by previous governments 
that it would one day be free. 

“There’s a debate about the first increase (to 
£2) because if it leads to a removal of the toll 
booths then that’s a good thing. But there’s no 
justification for the second increase; it’s just 
not right and I will launch a campaign to take 
direct action against it if I have to.” 

It is not yet known how the price increase 
will affect HGV drivers, who at present pay 
£2 per crossing for double-axle vehicles and 
£3.70 for multi-axle vehicles. 

Natalie Chapman, of the Tunbridge Wells- 
based Freight Transport Association, said the 
removal of the toll booths would save firms 
money in terms of fuel and drivers’ hours. 

However, she said the price increases may 
have a negative knock-on effect for consumers. 

She explained: “The charges are pretty 
steep to say the least and in the short term it 
will just be an additional cost in the same 
way increased fuel prices are. 

“Freight companies will absorb it as much 
as possible, but the only other way to cope is

High-speed rail is boosting county’s fortunes 


THE opening of the high-speed rail 
link across Kent has helped boost 
investor interest in the county, 
according to a new report. 

The 19th Kent Property Market Report 
confirms what most people already know - 
that it has been a challenging year. 

But major regeneration and infrastructure 
projects in Kent and Medway, including the 
high-speed rail link, have boosted confidence. 

The report has been compiled by Kent 
County Council and chartered surveyors and 
property consultants Cluttons LLP. 

The county council, which is behind the eco¬ 
nomic analysis in the report, said Kent was in 
a favourable position compared with other 
areas of the country due to its diversity and 
lack of reliance on a single sector. 

Encouraging 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “Kent is 
bucking the economic trend with new compa¬ 
nies moving in and creating jobs. These are 
encouraging signs. 

“The high-speed rail link, better road con¬ 
nections and the variety of business sectors 
doing business in Kent have opened up new 
opportunities and sped up regeneration. We 
will continue pushing for further investment 
in our infrastructure, work to further raise 
the skills of our workforce, and encourage fur¬ 
ther recovery in the Kent economy.” 

Among the new projects to boost the county’s 
attractiveness for investment opportunities is 
the Cyclopark in Gravesend, which is set to be 
one of the south’s leading multi-sport centres. 

Work on a £5 million bus station is under 
way in Chatham, and Ashford sees improve¬ 
ments to the M20’s notorious junction nine.

In other parts of the county, Maidstone 
High Street improvements will be finished 
next year, and Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Council has agreed to regenerate key sites in 
the town, Southborough, Paddock Wood and 
Cranbrook. In Canterbury, work continues on 
the new Marlowe Theatre. 

At the launch event for the document in 
Dartford, Alison Owen, a partner at Cluttons, 
said: “The report highlights Kent’s continued 
healthy performance in comparison with 
neighbouring counties, other areas in the 
South East, and the rest of the country 

“One key factor is the impact of large scale 
infrastructure improvements, such as high¬ 
speed rail. Kent benefits from the only high¬ 
speed rail link in the UK and it is paying div¬ 
idends. In Ashford, total rail passenger num¬ 
bers increased 120 per cent between June 
and December, 2009. 

“The improvements in the town’s connectiv¬ 
ity are crucial to an ambitious £2.5bn Growth 
Area development strategy, which will 
include the creation of 28,000 homes. 

“Large scale regeneration projects such as 
the high-speed rail link are central to Kent’s 
fortunes, and despite funding cuts affecting 
some high-profile schemes, major develop¬ 
ments remain under way across the county.” 

Commercial property across Kent main¬ 
tains good interest. The report found there 
was demand for industrial and office space, 
which have increased by 53 per cent and 43 
per cent respectively since last year. 

Rural property continued to outperform 
commercial and residential property mar¬ 
kets, with a healthy demand and values for 


farmland reaching a milestone high, the 
report declares. 

Demand for industrial and office space was 
highest in Thames Gateway Kent, followed 
by Maidstone, Ashford and Shepway, west 
Kent, and east Kent. 

Peter Symons, director of business develop¬ 
ment at Locate in Kent, said: “Our projects 
and property demand figures suggest confi¬ 
dence in Kent and Medway has not waned 
during the difficult economic climate. 

“We’ve seen a shift in the type of companies 
interested in relocating or expanding since 
last year. 

“Now, the industrial property demand in 
terms of space required is dominated by 
retail and wholesale and construction and 
property, while in 2009 it was manufacturing 
and engineering.” 

Restrictions 

Retail sales bounced during the year, with 
an improved first quarter, falling again in 
May and June, only to recover again in July 
and August. The report found there have 
been no dramatic changes in residential per¬ 
formance since the last report in 2009 as the 
market is still largely controlled by restric¬ 
tions on lending. 

The high-speed rail service to London has 
increased the desirability of Kent property, 
but house prices are yet to be affected. The 
abolition of HIPs has increased the number of 
vendors testing the market but overall the 
market remains relatively fragile, it said.

to pass the cost onto the consumer, who will 
pay more for goods and services as a result.” 

Last month Dartford MP Gareth Johnson 
said he had “secured the death knell” for the 
toll booths, but admitted motorists may still 
be charged to cross the Thames through the 
use of new technology such as automatic 
number plate recognition (ANPR). 

He admitted to KoS this week that he 


would continue to campaign to get the 
charges scrapped. 

“No-one likes paying more for going over 
the crossing,” he said. 

“But the purpose of the increase is to pay 
for the £10 million it’s going to cost to 
remove the toll booths. 

“It will also help to pay for more occasions 
when the tolls themselves can be suspend¬ 
ed when the queues become intolerable, as 
well as a potential new crossing over the 


Thames. My preferred option is to remove 
the charges in their entirety, but the 
Treasury cannot say goodbye to £43m net 
profit each year, so it’s not going to happen. 

“It’s not something I’m never going to give 
up on and my opinion hasn’t changed. 

“But it’s important we focus our attention 
now on tackling the congestion and getting 
rid of the toll booths.”

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Villagers suffer 
invasion of flies 

MILLIONS of flies have descended on villages 
to the east of Ashford... and no-one is sure why. 

The outbreak began three weeks ago with 
residents noticing increased numbers of the 
insects swarming into their homes. 

Shops across the area have run out of fly 
spray and pest controllers are unable to iden¬ 
tify the source of the fly population explosion. 

Janet Westrope, from Pluckley - reputedly 
Britain’s most haunted village - said: “They 
have been everywhere in the house. I have 
used two canisters of fly spray in a week. 

“I have now had to resort to using fly-paper 
which seems to be working better.” 

Mrs Westrope said after hanging up three 
sheets of fly-paper more than 40 flies had met 
their death in a matter of hours. 

Pluckley usually has to put up with swarms 
of tourists at this time of year, keen to spot its 
famous ghosts at Halloween, but this latest 
invasion is less welcome. 

Demand 

Shops in the the area have noticed a run on 
bug spray and are pushing suppliers to send 
them more as soon as possible. 

Emma Douglas, a shop assistant at the vil¬ 
lage store said: “We have had loads of people 
coming in and asking for spray and fly-paper. 
We get the usual number of flies in the sum¬ 
mer, but this is different.” 

The 17-year-old who lives in the village said: 
“I had 40 in my bedroom and there were 20 in 
other rooms around the house.” 

Four miles down the road in picturesque 
Smarden villagers have also noticed an influx 
of unwelcome visitors. 

Sam Archer, from the village’s post office, 
said: “We have run out of fly spray. It started 
getting worse about 10 days ago and it was 
pretty bad over the weekend. It’s a big topic of 
discussion around the village at the moment.” 

Residents of the 2008 Village of the Year 
have had to keep windows and doors shut to 
combat the outbreak, and are having to drive 
further afield in a search for insecticide. 

Although increases of flies in the area have 
been noticed before, this year’s rise seems 
worse and has run on into the autumn months. 

In nearby Hothfield the village store had 
also noticed an increase in requests for fly spray. 

Pluckley Parish Council will be discussing 
the problem at a meeting this week. 

A spokesman for Ashford council said: “We 
have received nine complaints. We have visit¬ 
ed the area but so far we do not have any con¬ 
clusive evidence of the source. We suspect that 
if there was a single source (ie, farm manure) 
then it has already been ploughed in.”

New theatre to benefit from an evening with Timothy West 


Top Brass lends his 
support to Marlowe 
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DRAMATIC: Star Timothy West will entertain to raise funds for the new Marlowe Theatre

VETERAN actor Timothy West 
will recount tales from his 54- 
year career to help the reopening 
of one of Kent’s best-loved theatres. 

The 75-year-old has appeared in countless 
plays, films and television programmes 
since his debut in 1956, with the Day of the 
Jackal, The Thirty-Nine Steps and Cry 
Freedom among his biggest roles. 

But the husband of Fawlty Towers legend 
Prunella Scales will be leaving his script at 
home when he hosts An Evening with 
Timothy West next month, in aid of the new 
Marlowe Theatre in Canterbury. 

Both Mr West and his wife are patrons of 
the campaign behind the £25.6 million audi¬ 
torium, which is owned by the city council 
and scheduled to open next year. 

“People like seeing something which is 
going on in front of them at that moment, 
rather than something recorded, and that’s 
why theatres are enjoyed by so many,” he said. 

“Sometimes it can be quite difficult to keep 
them going, and perhaps even more so after 
this week’s spending cuts, so it’s wonderful 
to see somewhere like the Marlowe which 
has so much support already.” 

The new Marlowe Theatre will include a 
new three-tier, 1,200-seat main auditorium, 


a second ‘producing and performing space’, 
and several public areas. 

Other patrons of the development trust 
behind the rebuild include Hollywood star 
and former Canterbury resident Orlando 
Bloom, musician Jools Holland, and former 
Absolutely Fabulous and Gurkha rights 
campaigner Joanna Lumley. 

Mr West said: “I’m very keen to support 
any scheme that promotes the building or 
restoration of theatres, and I think it was 
needed in east Kent because the old 
Marlowe was not very satisfactory.” 

Despite appearing in countless stage, film 
and television productions over the years, 
Mr West is perhaps best known for playing 
Bradley Hardacre in the 1980s comedy- 


drama Brass and the title role in the 1975 
drama series Edward the Seventh. 

He is currently performing alongside his 
son Samuel in the West End play A Number. 

Peter Williams - chairman of the New 
Marlowe Theatre Development Trust - said: 
“Timothy West has from the outset given 
generously of his energy, time and talents. 

“He has led a fascinating life and we are 
privileged he has agreed to share his views 
and memories with us to raise much-needed 
funds for our new theatre.” 

An Evening with Timothy West is at the 
Gulbenkian Theatre, Canterbury, at 7.30pm 
on Monday, November 8. Tickets, priced £12

Offending rate 
dropping again 

CRIME has fallen in Kent for the fourth 
year in a row. 

New figures show crime has fallen by 
8.7 per cent (10,212 crimes) during the 
year to June, 2010. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beau- 
tridge said: “Obviously this is good news. 

“Clearly, we have challenging times 
ahead with the difficult financial cli¬ 
mate. We will have to do things different¬ 
ly in future but this is a chance to take 
stock and focus on what really matters.” 

Criminal damage offences are down 
13.6 per cent (3,568 crimes) and vehicle 
crime reduced by 18.7 per cent (2,802). 
Violent crime was down by 10.8 per cent 
(2,802 crimes), and gun crime by 26.4 
per cent (23 crimes). 

Domestic burglary saw an overall fall 
of 4.5 per cent - 250 fewer crimes. 

However, drug offences rose by 5.5 per 
cent (223 crimes).

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High-speed train service 
will be lost to Olympics 


HIGH-speed train services could 
be derailed during the 2012 
Olympics when organisers of the 
Games take control of the Kent 
timetable, writes Steve Knight. 

As part of its franchise agreement with the 
Government, rail operator Southeastern 
will give up use of the 140mph bullet trains 
so they can instead be used to ferry specta¬ 
tors between St Pancras, Stratford near the 
Olympic park, and Ebbsfleet International. 

The move could cause severe disruption 
for other commuters throughout the course 
of the event, as well as hinder Kent’s ability 
to add to the six Olympic and Paralympic 
teams already signed up for pre-Games 
training camps in the county 

“It seems rather perverse for the Olympic 
Delivery Authority (ODA) to be able to take 
the high-speed service over, especially when 
we already have teams starting to locate in 
Kent,” said North Thanet MP Roger Gale. 

“We are still working very hard to try to get 
Olympic teams, personnel, fans and equip¬ 
ment flown into Manston airport, so we need 
those fast links to the east of the county. This 
needs to be looked at long and hard before a 
final decision is made.” 

The opening ceremony of the London 
Olympics will take place on July 12, 2012, 
with the Games starting the following morn¬ 
ing and lasting for the next 17 days. There 
will then be a 16-day interlude before the 
11-day Paralympics begins on August 29. 



BULLET TRAIN: Timetable disruption is 
likely to affect Kent passengers in 2012 


Southeastern trains will be removed from 
regular service throughout the course of 
both Games, but a final timetable is not 
expected until early next year. 

Spokesman Jon Hay-Campbell said the 
rail operator will look to provide passengers 
with a “reasonable and appropriate” form of 
compensation in the event that high-speed 
services in Kent are severely disrupted. 

He added: “There is a risk the ODA will 
want to use all of the trains the whole time 
the Olympics are on. 

“It’s the worst-case scenario, but if there 
are no trains at all then we would have 
to look at if we can provide compensation. 
Once the ODA has decided what 
it wants, we’ll be in a much better position 
to say what level of service we’ll be able to 
provide. At the moment we have no 


idea what the timetable is going to be. 

“However, there are deadlines which must 
be met and we should be able to say some¬ 
thing about it by the beginning of next year.” 

Mr Hay-Campbell added Southeastern 
will be looking to run normal mainline serv¬ 
ices throughout the course of the Olympics 
“as far as possible”, and that where it can it 
will strengthen services and provide stand¬ 
by trains for late-finishing events. 

Kent’s high-speed service has been criti¬ 
cised since it was launched in late 2009, with 
mainline passengers claiming it is under¬ 
utilised and has resulted in overcrowding, 
delays and cancellations on mainline trains. 

And last month we revealed how passen¬ 
gers wanting to travel first-class on the High 
Speed 1 network were being charged almost 
£100 to book online, even though such a 
service does not exist. 

Tunde Olatunji - Kent manager for the 
rail watchdog Passenger Focus - said of the 
Olympic disruption: “Clearly we have raised 
the issue of compensation for those passen¬ 
gers affected and we expect to have further 
discussions with Southeastern once we 
know what the new timetable will look like. 

“We will also seek to ensure all the infor¬ 
mation is passed on to passengers via the 
company’s website.” 

Kent County Council, which is heavily 
involved in attempting to attract Olympic 
teams to the county, declined to comment. 
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£ 30 k police officers 
collecting trolleys 

KENT Police have defended a decision to use offi¬ 
cers to collect Tesco shopping trolleys, despite fac¬ 
ing multi-million pound budget cuts. 

Police and Swale council assigned two officers - 
on salaries of about £30,000 a year - and a coun¬ 
cil worker to spend two hours collecting 43 trolleys 
abandoned in Sheerness. Police say it is part of 
their community safety remit, but Tesco said if offi¬ 
cers had called, it would have cleared up for free. 

Emma Boon, of the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: 
“It’s worrying that the council and police are 
spending their time and taxpayers’ money clearing 
up Tesco’s mess.” 

Tesco made a £1.6 billion pre-tax profit in the six 
months up to August 28 - up 12.5 per cent on the 
same period in 2009. A Tesco spokesman said: 
“Our staff carry out regular collections. If trolleys 
are abandoned on the streets people can notify 
the store manager and we will collect them.” 

Insp Steve Griffiths said: “We’re trying to make 
the area better for everyone and often trolleys are 
left in the road or are used in anti-social behaviour.”

Greenwash is 

AN AWARD-winning Kent expert in sustain¬ 
able buildings has branded wind turbines, 
solar panels and most eco-gadgetiy as “green- 
wash” and a “complete waste of money”, 
writes Business Editor Steve Loader. 

And designer and engineer Duncan 
Murray warned planners and companies 
embarking on new-build projects to beware 
being sucked into “bandwagon jumping” or 
falling for the latest eco fad. 

Mr Murray’s expertise in his field is well- 
known. His Ashford-based firm Directline 
Structures scooped the Sustainable Design 
and Construction category at last month’s 
Kent Environment Business of the Year 
Awards, designed to highlight companies 
leading the way for sustainability within the 
construction industry. 

Directline’s award came after judges saw 
the company’s futuristic headquarters at 
Ashford’s Orbital Park, but there is not a 
wind turbine or solar panel in sight. 

When asked why not during an exclusive 
interview for Business Week, he said: “The 
figures just don’t add up and you simply 
don’t need them to create a building that is 
cheap to run and built in a sustainable way. 

‘You can see the fashions and fads come 
and go every year. A couple of years ago it 
was all about solar panels.” 

It was now more about wind turbines, he 
added, though this has only become finan¬ 
cially attractive because the Government is 
offering to buy back surplus power. He is also 
sceptical about geo-thermal heating - a sys¬ 
tem of underground pipes that allows heat to 
be recovered from the soil. 

He said: “When we investigated using it at 
the request a client, we realised it wouldn’t 
work efficiently in clay.” 

He also stressed many high-profile green 
features such as wind turbines, solar panels 
and ‘living roofs’ - where soil has been laid 
and a lawn and other plants allowed to grow 
- could end up being costly and awkward to 
maintain. “They raise health and safety con¬ 
cerns about who is going to go up on the roof

and maintain them and how,” he said. But 
Mr Murray, 57, remains a passionate advo¬ 
cate of green engineering that began when 
he joined construction giant Tarmac straight 
from university. 

He went on to co-found his own company in 
1988 and now specialises in designing and 
building steel commercial and educational 
buildings nationwide, including what he sees 
as genuinely viable eco-friendly features 
such as rainwater harvesting to flush toilets, 
double-glazing to help temperature control 
and smart drainage. He advocates gravel 
rather than hard surfaces to prevent torrents 
of water running off and causing floods. 

He revealed he now plans a series of seminars 
at his company’s eco-HQ to spread his pragmat¬ 
ic approach to greener building practices.

FORKING with some of 
the music industry’s 
brightest stars is not all 
that fuels the fire of world- 
famous saxophonist Snake Davis. 

Chatting to the laid-back musician, it 
becomes clear that despite the plaudits and 
names he can drop it’s an essential, driving 
passion for music that motivates him to keep 
playing. 

His flair will be on show in Kent again on 
this weekend when he returns to the venue he 
says is his favourite place in the country to 
play - the Ship Theatre in Sevenoaks. 

“It’s a really beautiful theatre with a great 
set up. It’s just the kind of place I really like 
playing most of all. It seems to bring out the 
best in me. 

“It has a great layout, a lovely sound and the 
type of venue that makes a difference to the 
quality of the sound, as opposed to a school 
hall for instance. 

“It really will add to what I think will be a 
great night for everybody.” 

If the name sounds familiar it’s because 
Snake has played saxophone on some of the 
most memorable records of the last 20 years, 
from Take That’s A Million Love Songs, to M 
People’s Moving On Up and Search for a Hero. 

More recently he has been working with 
Amy Winehouse and dance guru Calvin 
Harris and was M People’s saxophonist of 
choice, as one of the most recent bands to 
employ the brass instrument to great effect. 


However, it is not just the saxophone that 
Snake will be picking up at the Ship.

Although Snake started playing the saxo¬ 
phone when he was young, it was not his first 
choice and it took some time for him to settle 
on what instrument to pursue. 

“I grew up in Sheffield and I tried a whole 
load of instruments, from the guitar to the 
piano and trumpet. I settled on wind instru¬ 
ments and as soon as I picked the sax up 
when I was about 18 it was what I knew I 
wanted to do with the rest of my life. 

“I never thought it would become my work, 
though. Eighteen was a late stage to start 
playing, but I seemed to learn fast. I’ll always 
play though, I know I’ll never stop.”

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Orchards crisis a risk to 

Garden of England tag

KENT is in danger of losing its 
Garden of England reputation as 
orchard land continues to disappear. 

A new report from the Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural England (CPRE) has high¬ 
lighted the national worries. 

In the last decade the UK has lost 31 per 
cent of its apple orchard land; in the last 25 
years more than half our apple orchards have 
disappeared. And it is just as bad in Kent. 

Orchard campaign organisation Common 
Ground said Kent is rapidly losing any reason 
it had to be called the Garden of England. 

Sue Clifford said: “Natural England has 
issued recent reports which make for shocking 
reading if you are in Kent. 

“It found that between 1946 and 2003, a stun¬ 
ning 92 per cent of orchard land disappeared 
in the county, which is a scary statistic. And 
from 1999 to 2003, the net loss per year was 
1.8 per cent. That is every year, which means 
it won’t be too long before they are all gone.” 

Apples rank as the UK’s second favourite 
fruit, behind bananas. 

Every year Britons consume 680,000 tonnes, 
but just one in three apples are British, 
despite the fact the climate here can support a 
staggering 2,300 varieties. 

Common Ground said: “Since the 60s, Kent 
lost 80 per cent of its orchard land. The reason 
so many have been lost is because the econom-

ics haven’t been working because so many 
superstores have been buying the cheapest, 
and importing them from Chile, South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand at the height of 
our season.” 

But Ms Clifford also blames growers for not 
supplying the apples people buy in supermar¬ 
kets: “It’s a lack of will and imagination.” 

She said a step towards a solution is people 
supporting producers by buying direct from 
farm shops. And farms can hold Apple Days, 
and community orchards can supply residents 
with a local product. 

One such community orchard is No Man’s 
Orchard bought for around £11,000 in 1996 by 
Chartham and Harbledown parish councils. It 
is run by the Kentish Stour Countryside 
Partnership. 

Its manager John Shelton told KoS: 
“Income comes from government plus some 
other bodies, plus we run an adopt a tree 
scheme which allows people to pay around 


£50 for a tree during its natural life. 

“That allows them to come in and pick the 
apples from their very own tree, while we 
maintain the orchard.” 

It also runs another orchard near Ashford. 

Graeme Willis, local food campaigner for 
CPRE, said: “The rate at which we have lost 
apple orchards is crazy. We have one of the 
best climates for growing apples yet we are 
importing most of the apples we eat.” 

The UK apple season runs from July to 
March. Many varieties are suitable for short¬ 
term storage, making UK apples available for 
much of the year. 

Ms Clifford said: “People are taking it for 
granted that Kent is an apple county, but it 
isn’t any more. And unless people take respon¬ 
sibility in their locality, and say we like Kent 
apples and want more of them, then the 
orchards will continue to disappear.” 

Sally Roger, of the Brogdale Collections in 
Faversham, the home of the national fruit col¬ 
lection, said: “Thousands of acres of orchards 
and many heritage varieties of apples, pears, 
plums and cherries have disappeared from 
Kent over the last few decades as shoppers 
have demanded more perfect looking fruit all 
year around from supermarkets. 

“The National Fruit Collection at Brogdale 
Farm preserves more than 4,000 varieties of 
fruit tree, including 2,200 varieties of apples.” 

Brogdale stages an apple festival this week¬ 
end where hundreds of varieties will be show¬ 
cased and available to taste and buy.

Church accepts 
Pope’s invite in 
to Catholicism 

ANGLICAN churchgoers in Folkestone are 
to become the first in the country to convert 
en masse to Roman Catholicism. 

The move is an acceptance of the Pope’s 
offer to leave the Church of England in 
protest at women becoming bishops. 

The church council of St Peter’s in North 
Street voted to take the first formal steps 
towards converting at the end of September. 

Pope Benedict, who visited Britain last 
month, made an offer of a place in the 
Roman Catholic Church for Anglicans that 
would let them retain some of their prac¬ 
tices and traditions. 

The church’s vicar, Father Stephen Bould, 
said about the ordination of women: “These 
are indicators of either a change in or an 
abandonment of the understanding of the 
nature and identity of the Church that 
many Anglicans have held, and in order to 
keep to that they are going to have to, at 
some point, leave the Church of England.” 

St Peter’s Parochial Church Council is 
now seeking a meeting with the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, who is also the head of its 
diocese, about its joining the Catholic 
Church in some capacity. 

It is believed the church wishes to convert 
as a group, but it is unlikely that members 
would be allowed to keep the 150-year-old 
church building. 

The neighbouring St Peter’s Primary will 
remain a Church of England school. 

The church is part of the traditionalist 
Forward In Faith organisation, whose 
leader, the Bishop of Fulham John 
Broadhurst, recently became the fourth 
Anglican bishop to convert to Rome in 
protest at women bishops.

SENIOR public servants have 
warned it is still too early to predict 
how the Government’s spending 
cuts will affect the people of Kent. 

Despite Chancellor George Osborne deliver¬ 
ing his long-awaited Comprehensive Spending 
Review (CSR) speech on Wednesday, council 
and police chiefs in the county say they are 
still months away from knowing exactly how 
much cash they will be forced to save. 

Police spending will be cut by four per cent 
every year for the next four years, while there 
will also be a total reduction in council grants 
of about 26 per cent. 

However, there have been no indications as 
to how other smaller grants will be affected. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes said: “Four per cent is just four per cent 
off our basic grant. It’s too early to say how 
much the cuts will affect us because we receive 
quite a bit more from special grants for things 
like community support officers and dedicated 
security posts to protect our borders, and we 
haven’t really heard about that yet. 

“We think we should know the bigger picture 
by the end of November and be able to make an 
announcement at our meeting in December. 

“There’s no doubt these are massive cuts, but 
we have taken a pragmatic approach and have 
been planning for this for some time.” 

Mrs Barnes added the desire to keep council 
tax increases as low as possible could end up 
backfiring in Kent. 

She said: “Sixty-nine per cent of our funding 
comes from central government grants and 
only 31 per cent from council tax. 

“We are a very low-taxing authority so we rely 
veiy heavily on the government grants.” 

Last month Kent’s Chief Constable Ian 
Learmonth revealed the force will have no 
option but to slash 1,500 jobs if the Home 
Office removes 20 per cent of its funding - the 
equivalent of about £53 million over the next 
four years. 


NOT SUCH CLOSE SHAVE BY 
DEMON BARBER OSBORNE 


IT WAS a good day to bury bad news, as a 
Labour government spin doctor once said. 

So, while George Osborne told us about the 
coalition’s Comprehensive Spending Review, 
many people were distracted by coverage of 
the Wayne Rooney-Man Utd saga. 

It says much about our strangely warped 
celebrity culture. 

Then again, after promising a fiscal version 
of United manager Sir Alex Ferguson’s famous

public sector also removes many would-be 
spenders from efforts to restore economic 
growth. 

But the county’s commercial heartland, 
which knows survival depends on balancing 
its books, never related to the previous 
government’s reckless spending and borrow¬ 
ing; it wanted to see Osborne make cuts and 
steady things as soon as possible. 

And they will be heartened by the CSR being 
judged to have confirmed the UK’s triple-A 
credit rating; nobody wanted the colossal UK 
debt becoming more expensive to service.

public sector jobs, with up to 18,000 expected 
in Kent over the next six years. 

Among other major announcements was 
news that the state pension age will rise to 66 
for both men and women in 2020 - six years 
earlier than planned - alongside a £3.5bn 
increase in public sector employee pension 
contributions. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter 
said the predicted 26 per cent spending cuts 
was almost exactly what the authority is 
already preparing for, with an estimated 
shortfall of £340m over the next four years. 

He said: “We should know our final settle¬ 
ment by December and it depends on how the 
money is divided throughout the country. 

“But there are also various other grants we 
may not get the full detail on until after we 
have set next year’s budget. 

“It’s not going to be easy, but we will strive to 
be the leanest and fittest authority we can be 
while protecting front-line services as far as 
possible. 

“The bit of good news is that we have every 
intention of setting a zero per cent council tax 
increase for next year and the year after.” 

The professional services firm KPMG has 
warned that some councils may go bankrupt 
within four years as a result of the spending 
cuts, but Cllr Carter said it was “most unlike¬ 
ly” KCC would be one of them. 

He added: “I think it’s going to affect district 
and borough councils enormously because 
when you remove 26 per cent from a budget of 
about £18m then it doesn’t leave a lot, and the 
bins still need to be collected.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Labour MEP Peter 
Skinner criticised the coalition Government 
for enforcing such severe cuts. 

He said: “The Government has made the 
wrong calls. We have already seen that this 
coalition government is not committed to 
growth in Kent with its announcement to 
scrap our Regional Development Agency.”

Reduction in 
Armed Forces 
Labour’s fault 

A KENT MP just assigned to a new job to 
establish fresh roles for Britain’s military 
reservists has blamed the massive 
defence cuts on the financial situation left 
behind by Labour. 

Canterbury Tory MP Julian Brazier said 
his own military background helped him 
win a new key defence role on the eve of 
swingeing cuts to Britain’s defence forces. 

In the statement on the Strategic 
Defence and Security Review, David 
Cameron praised Mr Brazier’s contribu¬ 
tion to the Territorial Army and 
announced his appointment to the Reserve 
Commission as deputy to the vice chair of 
the defence staff, General Houghton. 

The MP who served in the TA for 13 
years, including five years as an officer 
with 21 SAS, said: “Reserve units are a 
vital part of our country’s defence and 
security. There are many ways that both 
the role and the membership of the 
reserve forces can be enhanced, and I hope 
to be a part of making that happen.” 

He told KoS: “Other English speaking 
countries, particularly America, make 
much more use of their reserve forces. 

Shambles 

‘We have very small reserve forces. The 
TA is only a fifth of the British Army 
whereas the National Guard is more than 
half the American army. We have no flying 
reserves apart from one Hercules squadron 
in the air force whereas in America, a third 
of all theF16 squadrons are reservists. The 
maritime reserves here are tiny. 

“The question is, could the reserves do 
more drawing on the talents and skills of 
people from their civilian duties? Some 
27,000 reservists have gone to Iraq and 
Afghanistan and 23 of them have been 
killed. But the structure for doing it does 
not work well for the reservists, or their 
employers, or the wider defence interest, 
and we need to look at it again.” 

Defence cuts announced last week mean 
a ‘temporary 5 loss of 17,000 forces person¬ 
nel, 25,000 MoD civil servants, cuts in 
ships, tanks, and jets. 

Mr Brazier said the cuts are necessary. 
He said: “Given the desperate shortage of 
money and the shambles that Labour left 
behind like spending just over £2 billion on 
refurbishing the Ministiy of Defence build¬ 
ing for example, I think Defence Secretary 
Liam Fox has done remarkably well.” 


Bold Steps to 

COMMUNITY groups may be invited to 
run some council services under a new 
four-year plan designed to tackle County 
Hall’s budget deficit. 

The idea is among dozens laid out in the 
new Bold Steps for Kent document, which 
says the county council has a “responsibili¬ 
ty” to radically re-think and re-shape the 
way the authority operates. 

Other proposals include the formation of 
a Big Society Fund to provide start-up cash 
for social enterprises, and closer working 
with district councils to reduce a duplica¬ 
tion of certain priorities. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter said: “It is clear we will be facing sig¬ 
nificant changes to the way public services 
are delivered, along with fundamental reduc¬ 
tions in funding over the next four years. 

“We are facing very different challenges 
and Bold Steps for Kent is a very different 


Families feel 
hard done by 
losing benefit 

A MOTHER expecting her seventh child 
has voiced her dismay at benefit cuts she 
says will cost her family more than £4,500 
a year. 

Sally Gathem, 46, says it is unfair to be 
penalised by the Government when her 
husband - a successful manager for a 
large retail firm - earns more than 
£44,000 and is a high tax contributor. 

The child benefit cuts outlined earlier 
this month have sparked outrage among 
families across the UK, especially as a loop¬ 
hole in the plans allows two people earn¬ 
ing £43,000 each to still receive benefits. 

Mrs Gathern, from Ashford, says her hus¬ 
band may now be forced to quit his job and 
find a less well-paid position elsewhere so 
he can fall below the tax threshold. 

‘We understand cuts have to be made 
and are happy to do our bit by paying 
more tax and VAT for example,” she said. 

“But because we are a large family we 
are going to lose huge amounts of money 
and will be worse off than a lot of families 
who fall into a lower tax bracket. 

“How is that fair when somebody with 
10 children can pay less to the state and 
still be supported by it?” 

Complaints 

During this week’s CSR announcement, 
Chancellor George Osborne revealed how 
axmg child benefit for top-rate taxpayers 
from 2013 would raise £2.5 b illi on - more 
than was predicted when the policy was 
announced earlier this month. 

He also dismissed speculation he would 
cap the benefit for children aged 16. 

Earlier this month North Thanet MP 
Roger Gale told colleagues at the Tory 
Party conference the Government should 
not waver when people like Mrs Gathem 
come forward with individual complaints 
about the cuts. 

He said: “People will make special pleas 
to save certain things, but this can’t hap¬ 
pen now. It’s easy to say something is a 
special case, but everything is a special 
case to someone. If the Chancellor is 
forced to give in to special pleas the entire 
economic plan will unravel. This is not 
easy, but it has to happen.” 

Despite Mr Gale’s view on the subject, 
Mrs Gathern said it was not fair for her 
family to miss out when they still give 
more to the Government in taxes than 
they receive in benefits 


tackle deficit 

approach. An absolute focus on the real pri¬ 
orities for Kent will be needed. At the same 
time we know the relationship between cit¬ 
izen and state is changing and local com¬ 
munities are empowered like never before.” 

The report says there are three key prior¬ 
ities for KCC to tackle over the next four 
years, which are helping the Kent economy 
grow, putting the citizen in control, and 
tackling disadvantage. 

Cllr Carter said the council’s cause had 
been aided by the Government’s desire to 
devolve more power to local authorities, 
which includes the recent announcement 
that 192 quangos will be axed or merged 
with other bodies. 

He added: “The message to local govern¬ 
ment is clear - just get on with it.”

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National project underway to protect our endangered sealife 



Diving in to help with 
marine conservation

RECREATIONAL divers are 
giving up their free time to help 
identify which of Kent’s offshore 
wildlife populations are most in 
need of protection. 

The waters off the English Channel and in 
the Thames Estuary are teeming with 
marine life like seahorses, sponges and rays, 
but the pressures of shipping, wind farms, 
commercial fishing and more, is putting their 
very existence at threat. 

Plans for a network of conservation zones 
should help tackle the problem, and divers 
signed up to Kent Wildlife Trust’s Seasearch 
project are playing their part as well. 

“It’s a national project that allows recre¬ 
ational divers to record seabed habitat and 
species,” said the trust’s marine conservation 
officer Bryony Chapman. 

“It’s been very useful in the current process 
of deciding which areas off the Kent coast are 
most in need of protection. 

“Eveiything is still under discussion, but 
the chalk around Dover and Thanet is partic-

ularly important because it is rare on an 
international scale and we have a fair bit of it. 

“It’s soft rock that allows particular types of 
species - like sponges, worms and burrowing 
molluscs called piddocks - to live there. 

Protected 

“Also in Kent we have quite a lot of worm 
reefs, which are tubes of sand made by a par¬ 
ticular species of worm that also provide a 
habitat for a range of other marine life as 


well. So it’s important they are protected too.” 

The creation of marine conservation zones 
forms part of the Marine and Coastal Access 
Act, which went through Parliament last 
year with the aim of ensuring healthy and 
biologically diverse oceans and seas by put¬ 
ting in place better systems for ensuring sus¬ 
tainable development. 

Another marine project - the University of 
Kent-led Balanced Seas - is talking to users 
of the sea before making its recommenda¬ 
tions about conservation zones to the 
Government next spring. 

‘We need to start managing our seas in a 
more sustainable way, not just because they 
provide us with a whole raft of species to eat, 
but also because of the underwater aggregate 
for building materials,” said Ms Chapman. 

“The seas also help to regulate our climate, 
but they need to be protected in order for 
them to do that. 

“At the moment they are being degraded by 
various things, such as cross-Channel ferry 
crossings, the high number of offshore wind 
farms in the area, aggregate dredging and 
commercial fishing. 

“Hopefully, the new conservation zones will 
provide a sanctuary for marine wildlife and 
help the waters off the Kent coast return to 
full health.” 


Coastal cash row 
over access paths 

PLANS to provide better access to the 
Kent coast have been described as a 
waste of money by the Country Land and 
Business Association. 

Natural England announced last week 
the Kent section of the England Coast 
Path - 20 miles from Dover to Ramsgate 
- will be constructed next year pending 
consultation. 

But CLA Kent chairman Judith Norris 
said money would be better spent else¬ 
where as the county is already well 
served by coastal paths. 

She said: “If the Government wants to 
spend money then it would be better 
spent on improving circular routes and 
the facilities which exist on the estab¬ 
lished coastal paths.” 

The first stretch Natural England plans 
to open under the Marine and Coastal 
Access Act will be beside Weymouth Bay 
in Dorset, which is subject to a consulta¬ 
tion ending in January.

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Mistakes at the fuel pump mean 
taxpayers left to foot £40,000 bill 


BUNGLING emergency service 
workers and careless council 
employees have cost Kent taxpay¬ 
ers almost £40,000 in the last three 
years by putting the wrong fuel in 
their cars. 

Kent Police were the biggest culprits for 
misfilling vehicles, clocking up a staggering 
109 failed fuel attempts since 2008. 

That equates to a mistake every six days and 
a cost to the public of £21,948. 

Dozy drivers from the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service (SECAMB) and Kent Fire 
and Rescue Service (KFRS) also made the 
silly servicemen list. SECAMB workers 
were guilty of 78 fuelling mishaps, costing 
£11,000, while KFRS officers had 12 pump 
problems, wasting £3,594 of funding. 

Kent County Council staff members 
made the same mistake to the tune of 
£10,254, while Maidstone Borough Council 
workers had two blunders. 

Emma Boon, from the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said: “Mistakes do happen, but it is 
quite shocking the same one is being repeat¬ 
ed and costing taxpayers so much money.

Zoo’s dung deal 
with water firm 

ELEPHANTS’ jumbo-sized poos have 
meant Howletts zoo has had to call in the 
plumbers to deal with a mounting problem. 

The wild animal park in Bekesboume 
houses 14 elephants, which each create their 
large piles of droppings every two hours. 

Although the elephant enclosure is 
connected up to the mains water supply, it 
was not connected to the sewers, so keepers 
have to shovel all waste away by hand. 

Most of the dung is used as fertiliser by 
farmers, but after the majority is removed 
the enclosure is washed down and the 
resultant mess has to be taken away by 
expensive tankers for treatment. 

But the park and Southern Water have 
now come up with a plan to connect the 
elephant enclosure to a sewer, meaning less 
expenditure by the zoo. 

Southern Water trade effluent inspector 
Nigel Jarman said: “This is definitely one of 
the more unusual trade effluent contracts 
that we have. 

“Most of them are with launderettes, car 
washes and things like that, but this is one 
of the strangest.”

tions to stick a label on the petrol cap, like 
many firms do with company cars, to make it 
very clear to the driver which type of fuel 
should be used. 

“This is needless waste that can be reduced 
with a simple measure.” 

Each of the services was asked under the 
Freedom of Information Act to outline how 
many times vehicles had been filled up with 
the wrong fuel, and how much it cost to have 
the resulting problems sorted. 


A Kent Police spokesman played down the 
errors, saying: “Kent Police has 1,197 vehicles 
in its fleet which travelled 20 million miles 
during the 2009-10 financial year. 

“In this time period there were 73,125 finan¬ 
cial transactions for fuel purchases of which 
63, or 0.09 per cent, involved cars that were 
filled with the wrong fuel. 

“In the last two years, the force implemented 
a diesel-only policy to reduce fuel costs and the 
production of carbon emissions, saving the 
force £500,000 per year.” 

Liz Spiers, from the SECAMB NHS Trust, 
said: “While taking our responsibility towards 
the taxpayer extremely seriously, the cost of 


misfuelling needs to be taken into context of 
number of journeys the trust undertakes and 
our overall vehicle maintenance budget.” 

KCC’s corporate support chief Roger Gough 
said: “Quite clearly all these incidents are due 
to human error. 

“Looking at the statistics, of the £10,254.83 
repair bill over the three-and-a-half year peri¬ 
od analysed, individuals with lease cars were 
responsible for repairs totalling nearly £8,000. 

“All these repairs were paid for by the indi¬ 
viduals, not the council, as agreed in their 
lease contracts. The 12 remaining incidents, 
costing £2,287.96, were paid for by Kent 
County Council.”

Kent only county where animals not thriving 


Donors wanted to 
avoid double dip 
in blood reserves 

A MAJOR drive is under way to ensure Kent’s 
dwindling army of blood donors continue to 
turn out to avert a major drop in supplies. 

Existing donors are getting phone calls 
from the service to ensure they are available 
to give their blood and beat the traditional 
autumn downturn. 

It has got so bad in the county that health 
chiefs are urging those who have never donat¬ 
ed before to get in on the act. 

Last year, the start of October sparked a 
sharp fall. 

To prevent a ‘double dip’, when the other 
seasonal inevitabilities, flu and bad weather 
strike, NHS Blood and Transplant wants 
people to donate now to reverse the autumn 
decline and help build extra reserves to get 
through winter. 

Jon Latham, NHSBT assistant director, 
said: “The downward trend at this time of year 
puts pressure on our blood stocks as demand 
from hospitals is constant. 

“We would like to increase blood stocks. This 
will give us an extra reserve that means we 
can meet the added challenges that winter 
brings and maintain supplies to hospitals. 

“Giving blood is vital to ensure patients 
undergoing surgery and receiving treatment 
for cancer and blood diseases, such as 
leukaemia, continue to receive the transfu¬ 
sions they need.” 

The service relies entirely on volunteer blood 
donors to maintain the vital supply of blood to 
hospitals and said more than 95 per cent of the 
blood collected is processed into red cells, 
platelets and plasma. A regular supply of blood 
is vital - red cells last only 35 days and 
platelets a mere five days.

KENT has been singled out as the 
worst place in the UK for otters to 
thrive, writes Chris Murphy. 

Blame has been put on the sheer density of 
development and growth in the county which 
is creating too many dangerous road and rail 
crossings. 

That is the claim from the Environment 
Agency, which has found the once endangered 
otter is now thriving in decent numbers in 
every English county except Kent. 

It has made a remarkable comeback from 
the brink of extinction, the Environment 
Agency has said, but there are just too many 
road and rail crossings that are slaughtering 
the Kent population. 

Otters almost disappeared from England in 
the 1970s, after pesticides routinely used three 
decades ago brought their numbers to near 
extinction levels. With those chemicals now 
banned, they are present once again in rivers 
across England. 

Tom Reid is the technical specialist on the 
Environment Agency’s fisheries, recreation 
and biodiversity team covering east Kent. 

He told KoS: “There is a suggestion there are 
otters in the River Medway in the Maidstone 
area, but the population is so small it is proba¬ 
bly not at a sustainable level. 

“But there have been no sightings for the 
last three years. We have had no sightings on 
the River Stour for some time.” 


Mr Reid said movement is the main problem 
in Kent because of the many road and rail 
crossings over rivers. After otters are bom 
they need to move on to find their own homes, 
and are being killed en route, he said. 

“They can’t do that because we have a dense 
infrastmcture of road and rails which pose 
dangerous crossing points for them,” he added. 

“A solution would be to install proper safe 
crossings for otters at the time when new devel¬ 
opment is taking place. We have fantastic water 
quality now in the county; we have very good 
fish populations so there is nothing wrong with 
the environment where they can five, it’s just the 
problems they have in reaching these areas.” 

Disruption 

Jon Bramley, from the Kent Mammal Group, 
said: “It really is down to having money avail¬ 
able to pay for these crossings. 

“In some cases it would actually be quite 
easy to mole drill tunnels under roads and put 
a pipe in. It does not disrupt the road, and pro¬ 
vides a relatively simply way for the otters to 
get across. 

“But in these times it is all down to a lack of 
finances. Perhaps it will improve in the future, 
but that is the situation we find ourselves in.” 

Andy Crawford compiled the report for the 
Environment Agency. 

He said: “I don’t think otters are endangered 
anymore, but they’re still not back at the num¬ 
bers we would expect in England.”

A VILLAGE’S efforts to reduce its carbon 
emissions by 20 per cent will be under dis¬ 
cussion at Protect Kent Canterbury’s AGM 
next month.

Opponents dispute

“We should be big enough and bold enough 
to admit when that’s the case because we talk 
KCC up too much. 

“We need to be honest with our staff while 
thanking them when they do an excellent 
job, which they have done in many cases.” 

Cllr Dean referred to the Government’s 
new Health Watch scheme - which will 
give patients more of a say in how local 
health services are run - as another 
example of the authority awarding itself 
undue praise. 

Vision 

KCC claims the project was rolled out 
nationally after starting life as a telephone 
helpline in Kent, even though the two 
schemes share few similarities other than 
their names. 

Speaking at the same meeting, Kent 
Labour leader Cllr Leslie Christie said: 
“Undoubtedly there are many good 
achievements in this report, but just be a 
little careful you don’t bruise your spines by 
patting yourselves on the backs too hard, 
because it’s not all upwards. 

“In this report it doesn’t matter how much 


you miss the target by; it’s still noted as ‘mak¬ 
ing good progress’.” 

The targets were set by KCC four years ago as 
part of the authority’s Towards 2010 document. 

Council leader Cllr Paul Carter pointed out 
that since that time more than 1,400 appren¬ 
tices have started work in the county thanks 
to the Kent Success Apprenticeship Scheme, 
and that more than 25 vocational skills cen¬ 
tres have been set up. 

Further examples of the success delivered 
since 2006 include the Kent School Games - 
which the Government is rolling out nationally 
- and the Kent Freedom Pass scheme for 
young people. 

Cllr Carter added: ‘We have more school 
buildings fit for the 21st century, we have 
secured millions of pounds of inward invest¬ 
ment, created practical support for Kent busi¬ 
ness and given better access to public services 
through the shared Gateway buildings. 

“Our vision was to help more Kent residents 
into work, to unlock Kent’s potential for regen¬ 
eration, to give children and young people the 
best possible start in life, to improve quality of 
life, and to help residents feel safer. 

‘We have achieved all of that and more by 
developing strong partnerships, being brave 
enough to do things differently, determined 
enough to tackle barriers head on, and com¬ 
mitted to strive for the best possible outcome.”

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Henry’s tower open for business 


Leeds Castle roval bakehouse 
now available for private hire 


AN HISTORIC stately home once 
owned by King Henry VIII has 
been restored and made available 
to private guests for the first time. 

The Maiden’s Tower at Leeds Castle, near 
Maidstone, also played host to legendary 
Hollywood parties in the 1920s and 1930s, 
and was the location for secret political dis¬ 
cussions during World War Two. 

Now the former 16th century bakehouse 
has been fully restored and reopened for use 
as a business conference venue or for private 
parties, receptions and weddings. 

A spokesman said: “Every effort has been 
made to sensitively preserve and restore the 
fine Tudor features of the building. 

Splendour 

“The imposing entrance hall with its stone- 
flagged floor gives way to two large reception 
rooms with huge fireplaces and polished oak 
floorboards, and the French doors in the 
gallery open onto a charming private-walled 
garden where guests can enjoy a pre-dinner 
drink on the terrace or a stroll on the lawn. 

“Upstairs there are five stunning bedrooms 
with en-suite bathrooms, all beautifully dec¬ 
orated in period style with a contemporary 
twist and with views over the moat to the 
golf course and across the estate.” 

Built in the early 12th century to replace 
the earlier Saxon manor of Esledes, Leeds 
Castle was later home to a succession of

kings and queens. Perhaps its most famous 
owner was Henry VIII, who spent lavishly to 
transform the castle from a rugged fortress 
into a royal palace and was responsible for 
much of its splendour. 

He ordered the construction of the Maiden’s 
Tower in about 1544, in preparation for the 
visit of his first queen, Catherine of Aragon, to 
house the Royal Maids of Honour. 

In recent years the tower was home to 
Susan Remington-Hobbs, whose mother 
Olive, Lady Baillie, bought Leeds Castle in 
1920. 

Remington-Hobbs, who helped to oversee 
the opening of the attraction to the public in 
1976, died in 2001 at the age of 77. 

Today, the Maiden’s Tower is home to two 
conference rooms with enough space for 40 
delegates boardroom-style, 100 theatre-style, 
or 50 in a U-shape. 

It can also accommodate up to 60 guests for 
dinner and 120 for drinks receptions. 

Couples attending a party or reception at 
the venue can stay over in one of bedrooms 
for the princely sum of £5,250 for one night 
or £9,710 for a weekend retreat package, 
with 35 additional rooms available else¬ 
where on the estate.

LOCAL businesses have been 
urged to support the Governments 
Big Society idea by playing a more 
active role in community life, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Digital marketing specialist Jonnie Jensen 
says companies should take a leaf out of their 
American counterparts’ book by organising 
public events and contributing to good 
causes, thus raising their profile among 
potential customers. 

Mr Jensen - who owns the Tmandi social 
media marketing firm - is taking part in a 
panel discussion on the subject at Archant 
KOS Media’s Business Week Live event on 
Wednesday, November 10, at the Kent 
County Showground, Detling. 

He said: “Social responsibility is something 
of a buzzword, but it’s an element of people’s 
marketing activity that has become increas¬ 
ingly important. 

“As far as what I think the Big Society should 
be about, some larger companies are already 
getting involved, such as Tesco giving tokens 
for books for schools, computers, and so on. 

“But I think that needs to start coming 
down to small and medium-size businesses 
too; not because it’s a nice thing for them to do, 
but because they need to do something that 
gets them recognised by their target audience. 

“But it needs to be in some way relevant to 
whatever the company is trying to sell. 

“For example, it’s not going to work if you’ve 


ing and philanthropy, Mr Cameron has also con¬ 
firmed plans to use funds stuck in dormant 
bank and building society accounts to enable 
charities, social enterprises and voluntaiy groups 
to take over the running of public services.

Mr Jensen reiterated his belief that small and 
medium-sized firms should take full advantage 
of the new strategy.

HISTORIC documents contain¬ 
ing centuries-old information on 
Kentish towns have been made 
available for the first time on the 
internet, writes Steve Knight. 

Developed by technology experts at the 
National Archives, the interactive 
Domesday Book contains all the data collect¬ 
ed as part of William the Conqueror’s great 
survey of England in 1086. 

Visitors to the website can input their 
postcode and discover the original names 
and landowners of some of Kent’s biggest 
towns, including Meddestone (Maidstone), 
Fulchestan (Folkestone) and Favreshant 
(Faversham). They can also purchase indi¬ 
vidual pages of the Latin book, along with 
an English translation, for £2 a time. 

In addition, the new resource has been 
tied in with the UK History Photo Finder, 
which enables visitors to view more than 
14,000 photographs taken by J Dixon Scott 
in the 1920s and 1940s. 

“The site enables us to experiment with

innovative features that can open up our 
records in new ways to a wider audience,” 
said technology director David Thomas. 

“The Domesday Book is unique. There’s 
nothing else like it in the world from that 
date. It’s one of our oldest records, but 
thanks to technology we’ve made all of its 
rich history available to anyone online. 

“It provides a detailed survey for most of 
the country and tells us a lot about the land¬ 
lord structure and feudal laws, as well as 
local ecology, farming, woodland and so on.” 

While not all of Kent’s towns and villages 
are mentioned in the Domesday Book, those 



which are help provide a unique insight into 
the most influential people of the day. 

For example, a quick search for Deal - 
referred to as both Addelam and Delam in 
1086 - reveals land was owned by the likes 
of Ansektil, the archdeacon, and Aethelsige, 
abbot of St Augustine. 

Mr Thomas said: “There’s a strong interest 
in local history and now we can access a big 
part of it at the touch of a button. We can also 
refine our searches if we want to find out all 
the places with Viking names, all the places 
named after animals and so on. Making the 
book available online brings it to many more 
people and makes it much more accessible.” 

Meanwhile, the accompanying photo¬ 
graphs by J Dixon Scott were captured dur¬ 
ing the course of his tours of the UK. 

He took thousands of snapshots of land¬ 
scapes, towns and people, building a portrait 
of British life in the inter-war years. The 
vast collection includes many pictures taken 
of historic landmarks in Kent, including 
Chatham Dockyard, the Bishop’s Palace in 
Maidstone, and Canterbury’s Westgate.

THE Lord Lieutenant of Kent says 
“extreme aggression” is key to him 
overcoming his second battle with 
prostate cancer. 

Allan Willett - the Queen’s official repre¬ 
sentative in the county - thought he had 
beaten the illness 14 years ago, but fell ill 
again in May. 

However, after just four months of radio¬ 
therapy followed by a period of convales¬ 
cence, the Lord Lieutenant has returned to 
civic life and says he is relishing getting 
back to work. 

“I was annoyed more than anything 
that the cancer was attacking me again,” 
he told KoS. 

“The added difficulty was that it had come 
back just a week after I had been diagnosed 
with mild Parkinsonism, and it was the com¬ 
bination of the two that caused real problems. 

Frustrating 

‘My attitude has always been to treat the 
cancer with extreme aggression, and that is 
what I have been doing and will continue to do. 

“The radiotherapy had completely sapped 
my energy and that was most frustrating for 
someone like me who has always been active. 

“I was not able to carry on but had already 
handed over my lieutenancy duties to my 
Vice Lord Lieutenant - Viscount De L’lsle - 
and my strong team of deputies, so I was 
able to go away and have a complete rest 
and recuperate.” 

Mr Willett, 74, is a former international 
businessman and philanthropist, having 
made his fortune from the packaging and 
plastics machinery industry. 

He was appointed Lord Lieutenant in 
2002, and since that time he and his wife 
Anne have carried out hundreds of public 
engagements throughout the county. 

However, Mr Willett admitted he will 
have to take things easily following his most 
recent battle with cancer. 

He said: “I am now officially back in the 
harness but common sense dictates that I 
must play myself back in gradually, with 
the intention of becoming fully operational 
at the end of November. 

“The period of rest and recovery has defi¬ 


nitely been beneficial and I am now feeling 
much fitter. 

“I look forward to resuming my public 
duties as the Queen’s representative in the 
county and to completing my term of office, 
which ends on my 75th birthday in August 
next year.” 

Prostate cancer is the most common cancer 
in men, and is responsible for 25 per cent of 
newly diagnosed cases of cancer in England 
and Wales. 


The chances of developing the illness 
increase as you get older, with most cases 
developing in men aged 65 or older. 

When asked what advice he would offer to 
anybody else in his situation, Mr Willett 
replied: “I would say to anybody else diagnosed 
with cancer that they are not alone. 

“There are so many wonderful people in 
healthcare today and remarkable treatments 
are available. In my case the Royal Marsden 
Hospital was marvellous.”

FROM turf-wars to the Great 
Train Robbery, the age of steam 
was more than just a revolution in 
transport, writes Marijke Cox. 

According to author David Staines, Kent was 
transformed socially and economically by its 
arrival, and a rift between two railway bosses 
shaped the network we see today 
In Kent Railways: The Age of Steam, Mr 
Staines, from Orpington, looks at the railway 
from more than a mechanical perspective, 
recording its rise, fall and rebirth as part of 
the heritage industry. 

Delving into the politics of the two rail compa¬ 
nies in the 19th centuiy - South Eastern 
Railway; and London, Chatham and Dover 
Railway - Mr Staines described the bitter rift 
between the chairmen which led to wasteful, 
duplicate lines running through the county 
“Edward Watkins, the chairman of South 
Eastern, and James Forbes, chairman of 
LC&D, were constantly competing,” said Mr 
Staines. “They would have lines built just to 


the end of the line

better the other and there was nothing any¬ 
one could do about it. 

“Some were financially crippling. It was only 
when these two were gone the companies 
amalgamated and became South Eastern and 
Chatham Railway.” 

In his book, Mr Staines chronicles the 
rise of the steam engine and its demise with 
the introduction of electric technology. 
He also focuses on the new-found popularity 


of the historical age of steam. 

E “Many volumes have been written about the 
a railways of Kent, from the lines themselves to 
| the locomotives and rolling stock,” he said. 

| “This book attempts to look upon it from a dif¬ 

ferent perspective. The histoiy and develop¬ 
ment of the system is an inescapable part of the 
overall story, but that stray also encompasses 
the social effects, economic changes and oppor¬ 
tunities the railways brought.” 

Mr Staines said while the age of steam is 
regarded by many with a “misty-eyed” nostal¬ 
gia, it may not have been so good for those 
who had to use it every day. He said: “The real¬ 
ity is that while it died a mostly unlamented 
death, it has been reborn, phoenix-like, in the 
leisure and heritage industry. 

“To this day, Kent’s hundreds of thousands 
of commuters, while no longer pulled by 
steam, have their journeys influenced by the 
builders of the railways of that age, even down 
to the fundamental decision of where to live.”

Roman coins a 
‘treasure’ haul 

A HOARD of Roman coins discovered on 
the outskirts of Maidstone has been official¬ 
ly declared as treasure. 

A total of 4,653 copper-alloy coins from 
the 4th century AD were found during a dig 
at a recreational ground in Snodland. 

The coins, known today as nummus, were 
inscribed with the words ‘happy times are 
here again’, in Latin. 

Historians believe the motto was refer¬ 
ring to Romans celebrating the 1,100th 
anniversary of the founding of Rome. 

The find was made by Mathew Bulmer in 
2006 for Archaeology South East ahead of a 
proposed housing development for the area. 

At an inquest in Maidstone, coroner 
Roger Sykes deemed the find to be treasure. 

This means the finder has to offer the 
items for sale to a museum at a price set by 
an independent board of experts. 

The British Museum was consulted on 
the coins ahead of the inquest. 

Mr Sykes said: “This is a significant find. I 
am satisfied the antiquity of the coins and 
their number constitutes treasure. Now pro¬ 
cedures of acquiring the finds can be made 
by Maidstone Museum to the finders.”

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MP Laura speaks 
up on behalf of 
fellow epileptics 

Tony wants end to condition’s stigma

AN EPILEPTIC MP has 
called on the Government 
to ensure fellow sufferers 
are not stigmatised in 
education or employment. 

Thanet South representative 
Laura Sandys is chairman of the 
All Party Group for Epilepsy, and 
she spoke during a debate in the 
House of Commons on behalf of 
others who share her condition. 

“Epilepsy can impact people in 
many different ways,” she said. 
“For my part I have only ever had 
five seizures in my life, while for 
others it can dominate their lives. 

Seizure 

“Whatever the condition, there 
is a stigma that can limit your 
opportunities and it certainly cre¬ 
ates some barriers in both school¬ 
ing and employment. 

‘We must give young epileptics 
a good start in life at school. That 
is not about wrapping them up in 
cotton wool, creating an exclusion 
zone around them awaiting their 
next seizure. 

“It is about understanding that 
they might, or more likely might 
not, have a fit from time to time. 


“In addition there are multiple 
barriers facing epileptics in get¬ 
ting employment. Why should 
someone who is seizure-free not 
be able to make as important a 
contribution to the workplace as 
anyone else?” 

According to the NHS, epilepsy 
affects about 456,000 people in 
the UK, including one in every ■ 
280 children. 

Seizures occur when the elec¬ 
trical impulses sent out by the 
cells in the brain are disrupted, 
causing both the brain and the 
body to behave strangely. 

In some cases seizures cause 
patients to experience a trance¬ 
like state for a few seconds or 
minutes, whereas in other cases 
they will lose consciousness and 
have convulsions. 

Ms Sandys said: “Even as an 
MP I am restricted to what I 
can do. I’m not allowed to climb 
the steps to the top of Big Ben 
as I am epileptic, despite the 
fact I haven’t had a seizure for 
more than seven years. 

“But it is also those who do 
have regular and persistent 
seizures that we must support. 

“We must ensure we increase 
the seizure-free rate from 
50 per cent to 75 per cent and 
provide those who cannot 
ensure a seizure-free life with 
the support we need.”

Romanian 
police get 
Kent help to 
cut deaths 

ROMANIAN police paid a visit 
to Kent amid continuing calls for 
a cross-border clampdown on 
law-breaking foreign motorists. 

The officers’ trip to the Garden of England 
was part of a ‘lifesaver project’ by the 
European traffic police network TISPOL, 
which aims to help six EU member states - 
Hungary, Poland, Portugal, Romania, 
Slovenia and Spain - reduce road deaths. 

But the visit also demonstrated how 
international forces can work together to 
tackle the problem of irresponsible foreign 
drivers. Insp Geoff Wood said: “We have had 
the opportunity to share experiences and 
working practices, learning from each other. 

“Kent is the gateway to Europe and we con¬ 
tinue to forge links with other European 
forces and explore ways of unifying practices. 

“On a lighter note, the look of surprise 
when a Romanian trucker was confronted 
by four officers from his homeland when 
stopped at the M20 services was amusing.” 

Romania has a population of 21.8 million 
people, and last year there were 2,796 road 
deaths in the country. 

In comparison, the UK has a population 
of 61 million, with 2,222 deaths in 2009. 

Last year there were 702 deaths in Kent, 
which has a population of 1.4 million. 

Dumitra Petcu of the Romanian traffic 
police said: “English officers use more tech¬ 
nology and have a different approach. We 
have certainly been given ideas on how we 
can look towards reducing casualties at 
home.” 

Meanwhile, TISPOL has reiterated the 
need for cross-border legislation to tackle 
the growing problem of law-breaking for¬ 
eign motorists. Representatives from the 
organisation attended a meeting of 
European decision-makers on Thursday, 
last week, and urged them to introduce new 
legislation as a matter of urgency. 

Despite accounting for just five per cent of 
the traffic on European roads, foreign driv¬ 
ers are responsible for 15 per cent of speed¬ 
ing offences and most escape unpunished 
after they return home. 

TISPOL director Ad Hellemons said: “The 
need to strengthen and improve EU co¬ 
operation in the field of road safety has 
never been greater, and the challenge of 
increasing non-resident road traffic 
requires Europe-wide action to prevent 
more road users driving away from justice. 

“We appeal to all member states to find a 
solution so the legislation can be taken for¬ 
ward. It will make a difference, but most of 
all it will save lives.” 
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Famine needs global response 


World Food Dav aims to help ease 
the struggles of ‘food insecurity ’

A CHARITY head has called for 
the international community to 
support World Food Day by recog¬ 
nising the chronic food shortage 
faced by people across the globe. 

Phillippa Crosland-Taylor, Oxfam’s coun¬ 
try director for Kenya, said 
the British public were 
“incredibly generous” when 
responding to emergency 
appeals, but that famine was 
a part of everyday life for 
many families and not just as 
a result of major disasters. 

Speaking from Nairobi, Ms 
Crosland-Taylor, from Bromley, 
told KoS she and her team were 
introducing a range of pro¬ 
grammes with help from the 
Kenyan government to ensure 
a sustainable future for people 
living in the country, where the hunger rat¬ 
ing has moved from 'serious’ to ‘alarming 5 . 

To bring home the message, the theme for 
this year’s World Food Day last Saturday was 
United Against Hunger. The aim was to 
address the problem with famine, where one 
in six people around the world is going hungry. 


Ms Crosland-Taylor, who has worked in the 
charitable sector for 20 years, said under¬ 
investment in places like Kenya, combined 
with drought and climate change, has meant 
thousands of families starving. 

“Kenya doesn’t have social security - if 
someone can’t find work or is too sick to 
work, they don’t have any money to buy 
food,” she said. 

“People go to the capital Nairobi because 
they believe the streets are paved with gold, 
but they live in the slums and are unable to 
find work.” 

The 49-year-old, who grew up 
in Beckenham, said she was 
working on a range of projects to 
help stop the rising levels of‘food 
insecurity’ and educate people in 
sustaining a better life. 

“There is no point helping by 
giving food and then walking 
away,” she said. 

‘We need to be able to educate 
people in how to help them¬ 
selves and their families.” 

Since taking up the role as 
country director for Kenya in 
2006, Ms Crosland-Taylor has witnessed ris¬ 
ing levels of food insecurity because of 
drought and flooding. 

Agriculture is the stronghold of the 
Kenyan economy and more than 80 per cent 
of the country’s population receives its 
income from farming of some kind.

But with erratic rainfall combined with cli¬ 
mate change, the food shortage has wors¬ 
ened, and in 2009 some 3.5 million Kenyans 
were classed as food insecure. 

Ms Crosland-Taylor said: “We always need 
support from the public in some way so we 
can avoid massive loss of life. 

“If someone has 1,000 goats, for example, 
and is having trouble keeping them, we don’t 
want to wait until they have one left before 
we help them.” 

Oxfam is helping communities in some areas 
of Kenya start alternative farming away from 
livestock, such as growing gum and raisins. 

The charity is also working with other 
agencies to provide food vouchers to use with 
local traders. 

Ms Crosland-Taylor said they were also 
working on sanitation initiatives and water 
projects.

World Food Day is an annual event run by 
the Food and Agriculture Organisation of the 
United Nations, which heightens awareness 
of the problem with hunger as well as pro¬ 
moting agricultural food production.

ONE OF the blackest comedies to 
hit the big screen since Shaun of 
the Dead is out later this month, 
and much of it was filmed in Kent. 

And by coincidence, Burke and Hare stars 
Shaun star Simon Pegg, who is joined in the 
title roles by Andy Serkis, who was in King 
Kong and the Lord of the Rings movies. 

Producers for the gritty film held audi¬ 
tions in Sevenoaks for extras, including 
those who would be playing prostitutes, pub 
customers and ‘people in the background’. 

Grim 

Pegg and Serkis play Scotland’s infamous 
grave robbers-cum-serial killers William 
Burke and William Hare, who made a living 
in the 19th century by selling bodies to 
Edinburgh Medical School. 

It’s a grim storyline, but the film plays it 
for laughs - as much as movie about mur¬ 
dering to sell bodies for medical research 
can be funny. 

Director John Landis, who made the Blues 
Brothers, and Trading Places, as well as 
Michael Jackson’s Thriller video, said: “A 
week’s shooting took place at Knole House,

script never really denies that, but it does 
encourage you to kind of sympathise with 
them, which is interesting because what 
they do is morally reprehensible. 

“But because they are painted as human 
beings and you don’t really know anything 
about their victims, you start to feel sorry for 
them. 

“At the end you realise they are murder¬ 
ers, but another kind of murderer. 

“Within the story, there’s the executioner 
who murders for money, there’s Knox and 
Monro the doctors who are unscrupulous 
and there are the gangsters, there are a lot of 
preconceptions so you have to re-evaluate.” 

Other stars include Isla Fisher, 
Tom Wilkinson, Tim Curry, Ronnie Corbett, 
Bill Bailey, Hugh Bonneville and Sir 
Christopher Lee. 

Landis said: “It is a dark comedy with an 
unusual and witty screenplay which gave 
me the opportunity to make something very 
different and to work in England again with 
some wonderful actors. 

“The tone is fun, sad, dark, romantic, silly, 
scary and hopefully entertaining.” 

Producer and Ealing studio chief Bamaby 
Thompson said: “I thought there was some¬ 
thing marvellously twisted about the idea of 
Edinburgh, the medical capital of the world, 
having this dirty secret because it needs 
dead bodies in order to feed the medical 
research machine.”

NOT TOO LATE TO HAVE A SAY 


Nothing has been decided and there is still time to make your views known on 
KCC’s plans for the future of care homes, says CLLR GRAHAM GIBBENS 


BELIEVE passionately that look¬ 
ing after older people is one of the 
priorities for society. Providing the 
right care to the right quality and in 
a quality environment is part of that. 

Just under 18 weeks ago, on June 21,1 started 
talking to people at length and in depth about the 
future of Kent County Council’s residential care 
homes. Right through the summer and into 
autumn, I have been glad of the chance to meet so 
many people who feel passionately about this sub¬ 
ject. Now, with eight days to go until this 
consultation ends on November 1,1 want 
to call on anyone who hasn’t yet had 
their say to get in touch. People can 
get in contact through the website, 
www.kent.gov.uk/opfutures, or by 
post or email. 

Right the way through the con¬ 
sultation, I have encouraged the 
use of a wide range of ways for peo¬ 
ple to express their views. We are 
determined to make sure all those 
views are heard - from residents 
and their families to colleagues in 
the health service, from staff and 
unions to fellow politicians across the 
county, as well as the wider public. 

I know people are still talking about the propos¬ 
als, which are about making sure the elderly have 
high quality care and dignity, while also looking at 
the long-term future for care and support and mak¬ 
ing sure money is spent wisely and carefully. 

Officers and I have endeavoured to get to as 
many meetings as we can and talk to as many 
people as we can. We will continue listening as we 
go into the last week of the consultation and all 
these views will be taken into account. 

From my point of view, there is an immense 
challenge ahead as the county council looks care¬ 
fully at how to balance the needs of today’s older 
people with planning for the future. 

In the 19th century, the idea of local government 
taking care of older people was a foreign concept. 

While 30 years ago, most people might have 
expected to be taken into an old people’s home as 
a matter of course. Tomorrow’s older people are 
already telling us they will want to stay at home 
for as long as possible and to keep their independ¬ 



ence. The proposal for KCC’s residential care 
homes is to transfer some into a partnership 
arrangement, use the sites of others to build extra 
care housing, close some entirely and sell one off 
as a going concern. Many people have very real 
concerns about these changes and about the 
future for members of their family, or friends, cur¬ 
rently living in one of the 11 homes involved. 

I know it can be difficult for people who disagree 
with the proposal to believe how sincere my inter¬ 
est is in what critics are saying about it. 

However, there would have been little value in 
talking to people about the future of these services 
if KCC had not already given some consider¬ 
ation to the best way forward. So when the 
consultation began, it was on the basis 
of what we believed was the best start¬ 
ing point. The county council has a 
duty, which it takes very seriously, 
to make sure residential and day 
care is provided for those who need 
it. At the same time, it also has a 
duty to look to how services are 
delivered in the future. 

Working in a way that balances 
these duties will, of course, bring 
tensions. This is something that I am 
very aware of and I know not everyone 
will share the same priorities. Part of 
what I will need to do, once the consulta¬ 
tion is finished and reports are written for each 
home, is look at how these priorities should be bal¬ 
anced against each other - how the very immedi¬ 
ate needs of today are approached in the light of 
future needs. 

It is crucial that people in residential care have 
quality care and choice. The same is true for 
tomorrow’s older people, whose choices will reflect 
their own priorities. At the same time, we need to 
make sure the physical environment that care is 
provided in is as good as it can be - and that pub¬ 
lic money is spent wisely. 

No decision has been taken and nothing will be 
decided until January. Even if the proposal is 
agreed, any changes would be based on detailed 
work with each and every individual and their 
family or carer. Nothing would happen overnight. 

Finally, no changes would be made until alter¬ 
native provision is in place.

PROMISES are made to be broken - but 
when it comes to the Dartford crossing they 
are shattered repeatedly. 

Nineteen years ago the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment of the time made a pledge that 
motorists would only be charged to use the 
new Queen Elizabeth II Bridge until the cost 
of building the structure had been met. 

But now, more than seven years after that 
particular target was achieved, those who 
use the crossing have learned they will soon 
have to pay £2.50 for the privilege. 

It’s all very well the Government telling us 
we must all do our bit to help tackle the 
deficit, but where else in the UK are taxpay¬ 
ers being held to ransom for a service they 
should not even be paying for in the first 
place? 

In order to legitimise the toll, it is now official¬ 
ly referred to as a congestion charge, even 
though the purpose of such a levy is to dis¬ 
suade motorists from driving in a certain area. 

Perhaps drivers would be inclined to 
accept that excuse if they actually had any¬ 
where else to go. In reality, there is no feasi¬ 
ble alternative. 

While it is good news that the Government 
appears committed to tackling congestion 
and pollution at the crossing, this is not the 
way to go about it. 

Kent’s motorists pay more than enough in 
vehicle excise duty, insurance and fuel 
charges already. It is simply unacceptable 
they should be forced to stump up even 
more to use a crossing that, by rights, 
should already belong to them.

IT’S great to see the Lord Lieutenant of 
Kent, Allan Willett, get back to work just 
five months after being diagnosed with his 
second bout of prostate cancer. 

A true man of the county, Mr Willett has 
given generously of both his time and 
money over the years and receives our 
warmest wishes.

Any infor¬ 
mation on his Irish roots would be 
appreciated. 

Leonard Pearson was born in 1879 in 
Maidstone, son of James and Maud 
Pearson. Anastasia Walsh was bom in 
1879 at Chatham, daughter of James 
and Ann Elizabeth Walsh. Leonard 
Pearson and Anastasia Walsh were 
married in September, 1901. 

According to the 1901 census, 

Leonard and Anastasia Pearson were 
living in Medway. Leonard was a brick¬ 
layer and Anastasia an assistant 
schoolmistress. In the 1911 census, 
Leonard and ‘Anastacia’ [sic] were still 
living in Medway, at 34 Chaucer Road, 
Gillingham. They had three children: 
Iris, Hilda and Alexander. Leonard’s 
occupation is listed as a carpenter and 
joiner. There is no occupation listed for 
Anastasia. In December, 1929, an 
Anastasia V Pearson died, aged 49, in 
Medway. In September, 1941, a Leonard 
C Pearson died, aged 62, in Chatham. 
Both may not be the same Leonard and 
Anastasia mentioned, as both have a 
middle name. 

However their age at death matches 
them both being bom in 1879 with the 
possibility that their middle names 
have not been mentioned in the census.

SneUing said: “The redevelopment project is 
one of the most significant investments for 
the future of the borough, providing state- 
of-the-art equipment for young people, as 
well as offering leading maritime operation 
and logistics courses in the county.” 


Paramedics get on course 


A NEW degree course for paramedics 
has been launched at Canterbury 
Christ Church University. 

The three-year programme - set up in part¬ 
nership with South East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (SECAmb) - will be one of 
just three in the whole of the South East, with 
15 students expected to start in April, next year. 

On completion of the course, graduates will be 
eligible to apply for registration with the Health 
Professionals Council as a paramedic. 

SECAmb senior learning and development 
manager Nick Sinclair said: “An ambulance 
paramedic will attend a multitude of patients. 

“We could be called out to a road traffic colli¬ 
sion with a serious trauma patient, or an eld¬ 
erly patient who has had a fall in their own 
home. Historically we would have treated the

patient and then transported them to the 
nearest accident and emergency hospital. 

“However, because of the changes in ambu¬ 
lance services nationally, we are now moving 
to highly-qualified paramedics responding to 
calls in appropriate transport, which could be 
a motorbike, response car or ambulance. 

“They would treat the patient, assess their 
needs and then refer them to the most rele¬ 
vant service, whether this is their GP, a falls 
team or mental health in the community team 
- whichever is appropriate.” 

The new degree course will be run from the 
university’s Medway campus, which has 
strong working partnerships with a range of 


public, private and voluntary sector organisa¬ 
tions. These include local councils, NHS acute 
trusts, primary care trusts, social services and 
schools. Principal lecturer Dr Alison Eyden 
said: “This is an exciting development for the 
faculty of health and social care, and for the 
Medway campus. 

“The inclusion of paramedics into the inter¬ 
professional learning programme will add a 
new dimension and an interesting perspective 
to the curriculum. We’ve enjoyed working with 
colleagues from SECAmb and look forward to 
welcoming the student paramedics in April.” 

Mr Sinclair added: “The partnership 
between Christ Church and SECAmb has pro¬ 
vided an inter-professional programme that 
will develop a well-rounded clinician equipped 
to deal with the future needs of the ambulance 
service and its patients.”

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Latest Vauxhalls 


VAUXHALL has its sights set on 
moving upmarket. 

It has no choice; the big volume low mar¬ 
gin fleet sector where it once made hay is 
now dying and Chevrolet, its budget stable- 
mate and favourite at General Motors, is 
chasing the lower end of Vauxhairs main¬ 
stream consumer market. 

I’ve just driven several new Vauxhalls 
that confirm the course set for the Griffin 
badge brand. 

Most interesting was the new diesel 4x4 
Insignia Sports Tourer, joining several 
existing all-wheel drive petrol models and 
showing how the stylish Insignia now 
mounts a formidable and more affordable 
challenge to the Audi A6 Quattro line-up. 

A modest 4x4 badge even apes the low- 
key way the German premium models 
announce themselves, and you could argue 
that the Vauxhall can match the Audi for 
style, but where they diverge is on image 
and price; if you want to swank it up then 
the A6 is well ahead, but Quattro versions 


start at £10,000 more than their Insignia 
equivalents. 

In the case of the Insignia Sports Tourer 
- the first 4x4 Vauxhall diesel ever, by the 
way - the price is from £26,910 and that’s 
pretty good value for a car that is a good 
drive and good to be in. And practical too; 
the old Vectra Estate could have doubled as 
a hearse thanks to its extended wheelbase 
and upright styling, but it was as grim as a 
pall-bearer to look at, too. 

Its Insignia replacement is a delight 
though and not so far behind its predeces¬ 
sor as a load lugger - 540 litres with rear 
seats up is actually better than the Vectra’s 
530. With seats flat, the price of style is 
revealed as a respectable 1,530 litres, but 
some way short of the Vectra’s 1,850. 

This 4x4 diesel version though is not just 
a potential tow car par excellence, but feels 


refined, lively and sure-footed and a serious 
alternative to the A6 Avant or, indeed, 
other premium German models. 

Vauxhall also has its eye on more discern¬ 
ing buyers for its excellent new generation 
Meriva compact MPV (above left); the orig¬ 
inal car was an impressive little people car¬ 
rier, but fell into the ‘does what it says on 
the tin’ category Its successor is more 
upmarket and, of course, offers the rear¬ 
ward-opening back doors that make access 
to the rear seats so easy. 

Significantly though, two new diesel pow¬ 
ertrains will also attract fresh attention; 
one is a performance diesel 130PS (128bhp) 
1.7CDTi version (from £19,325) that can 
exploit the Meriva’s impressive chassis - 
and let’s remember this is one of the few 
sporty looking MPVs. 

But the new model that really caught my 


eye was the 1.3 CDTi Ecoflex Start/Stop 
(£15,570); not only does it barely attract 
road tax and average more than 60mpg, 
but there is little sign of the tweaks and 
sacrifices that usually go with such green 
machines. 

Much the same can be said of the latest 
Corsa Ecoflex supermini (pictured right), 
which I also drove on the same day. 

It is a refined little green machine and 
the 1.0-litre petrol version can be bought 
for under £10,000, but the one Vauxhall 
worth shouting about here is the new road 
tax exempt 1.3 diesel with Start/Stop (from 
£13,745), claimed to average around 
70mpg and deliver a 13 per cent better fuel 
consumption in town. 

It just shows how far and fast green ver¬ 
sions of conventional cars are advancing. 

You might ask: What took you so long?’

HONDA has a new British-built 
Jazz, but resisted too much improv¬ 
isation on a much-loved theme. 

On the other hand, while the new generation 
seems familiar there is much more to like, partic¬ 
ularly sharper styling for this supermini/MPV. 

And this will be key to sales this time: 60 per 
cent of buyers for the 2002 original were aged 
56-75, but Honda now wants younger buyers 
and could clean up - half of Jazz customers buy 
another and its reliability/customer satisfaction 
and low depreciation records are impressive. 

It could be the right car too as people look to 
economise and downsize without loss of space 
in the face of higher fuel and tax. 

They may also like the new ‘buy British’ 
proposition, as the Jazz is now built at Honda’s 
Swindon plant. 

The new car looks lower and wider, with 
much visual work done simply by double- 
creasing the bonnet to reverse the pinching 
effect of the single line on the old car. 

The interior was never poor, but looks a class 
above while the ‘magic’ rear seats have been 
refined and carried over; the bases can be 
flipped up for extra stowage on the floor and 
with both sides fastened back you could even 
load a bike crossways. 

The backs also fold down in the convention¬ 
al way to create a cavernous load area. 

Other nips and tucks are better visibility out 
of the front quarterlight area, standard fit 
height adjustment on the driver’s seat - it 
might be supermini-size, but you can now 
have a higher MPV-style driving position - 


and further improvement to the ride quality. 

It remains firmly sprung, but delivers 
impressive driving characteristics for such a 
small and practical car - with its sharper 
styling, it really does have a much stronger 
stance in the market than before. 

Both petrol engines are refined, lively and 
frugal enough to cover the omission of a diesel; 


Honda hints at a future hybrid option instead. 

It is a tough call for best buy; the 1.2 (from 
£9,990) does it all, but the 1.4 ES manual 
(£11,490) has extra comforts and can also be 
specc’d with the clever all-new i-Shift auto¬ 
mated manual transmission - far better than 
the old CVT (continuously variable transmis¬ 
sion) auto Ttox on the previous Jazz.

Peugeot RCZ 


Lionising Peugeot’s 
classy RCZ coupe 


IF PROOF were needed of 
Peugeot’s new ambition and a 
desire to climb the world’s car 
rankings, look no further than the 
stunning RCZ coupe. 

It’s a sports car for a new and greener era 
and this will be even clearer if Peugeot 
executes proposals for a diesel-electric hybrid 
- electric power to the rear wheels would cre¬ 
ate a rival to Audi’s acclaimed TT Quattro. 

The German star is the most obvious target 
for the audacious Peugeot, which also 
launched a more stylish version of the French 
marque’s famous lion badge. 

Except that the TT (from £26,475) is more 
expensive and more minimally equipped than 
the RCZ (from £20,450) - it actually competes 
more on price with the comparatively mun¬ 
dane VW Scirocco (from £18,860). 

The upmarket RCZ GT (£25,550) model 
tested this week was laden with standard 
‘extras’ such as powered and heated front 
seats, leather upholstery - the embossed lions 


on the head rests look very classy - parking 
aids and stunning alloys and it turned heads 
wherever it was seen. 

You even get folding rear seats, allowing the 
rear of the cabin to be crammed far more than 


you would expect with that curvaceous roof. 

I can’t say I loved our car’s ‘bling-tastic’ 
white paint with champagne gold versions of 
the car’s trademark aluminium arches, but I 
was smitten all over again with the RCZ’s 


driving characteristics. It steers and handles 
as crisply as it looks, aided by a tidy six-speed 
manual change. Sports car purists might moan 
that it’s not rear-wheel drive, but that would 
have hiked the cost. 
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And it feels light yet well planted, particular¬ 
ly with the test car’s smooth 163bhp 2.0-litre 
diesel engine. 

There is no penalty to pay for the car’s ability 
to tame a fast and winding route either; the ride 
quahty is stunning for such a capable sports car 
and I could imagine driving a huge distance in 
the RCZ without feehng jaded at the other end. 

And the cabin is not a bad place to be either. 

Peugeot has made big strides here lately, 
opening up a lead over sister brand Citroen 
and arch-rival Renault; the RCZ needed to 
deliver premium quahty materials and control 
layout though. 

Not for the first time have I admired the 
French practice of placing remote controls for 
the sound system on a pod to the right of the 
steering column - you always find them what¬ 
ever lock you have on the wheel. 

There is also decent storage space and while 
the RCZ can never pretend to be more than a 
2+2, it’s a decent one though grown-ups will 
struggle for headroom beneath the distinctive 
double-bubble rear roof, which everyone said 
would never be ported over from the original 
RCZ concept, but now shows itself to be a prac¬ 
tical way of using air flow to keep the rear 
screen clear of rain and crud. 

The RCZ is also environmentally-fnendly for 
a ‘press on’ motor; our RCZ diesel pushes out 
just 139g/km of C02 and falls into road tax 
band-E (£110/year) and should average more 
than 50mpg - pretty impressive for a fun car. 

Long-term reliability should be good too as 
there is much of the well-proven 308 platform 
beneath the stylish body and the RCZ is also 
made in Austria by Magna Steyr, known for 
quahty output of low volume models. 

Will there be a roadster to attack the TT on 
both fronts? 

Peugeot said ‘no’ at launch, especially as it 
makes a 308 CC hardtop convertible, but don’t 
rule it out - demand is out there and that’s 
how the coupe concept ended up in production 
just two years after being unveiled.

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Qualified welcome for 
Osborne’s ‘tough love’ 


CHANCELLOR George Osborne’s Comprehensive 
Spending Review has gathered broad support from 
businesses across Kent, writes Steve Loader. 

With the Government currently borrowing one pound in every four it 
spends and paying nearly £120 million a day to service the UK debt 
mountain, they wanted drastic action. This came with dramatic pruning, 
notably of Government budgets, 490,000 public sector jobs, £7 billion off 
the welfare budget, and police funding. 

But there were few tangible incentives for business and one business 
leader labelled the Chancellor’s review as “tough love”, and it was certain¬ 
ly not returned unconditionally Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
chief executive Jo James said she had had wanted clearer strategies and 
incentives for growth and exports - especially as the Government was 
exhorting companies to export. 

And her members looked in vain for more focus 
on small businesses, which make up 85 per cent 
of the Kent’s business community 

She said: “For business to create the number of 
jobs going to be required to help the millions of 
unemployed and inactive people get back into 
work we need to cut red tape and give business¬ 
es the confidence to move forward.” 

This same freedom must also be applied to the 
finance and banking needs of firms, she added. 

But she sympathised with the Chancellor’s 
demanding brief: “This was never going to be an 
easy task, balancing cuts with increased growth 
in the private sector.” 

Roger House, chairman of the Federation of 
Small Business in Kent and Medway, agreed, but 
called on the Government to create a small busi¬ 
ness programme for growth. 

“Small firms are at tipping point and lack the 
confidence to take on the 500,000 people that 
will be made redundant as a result of these [pub-

lie sector] cuts. So it is up to the Government to 
incentivise the small business community - 
through extending the National Insurance con¬ 
tribution holiday to existing firms and cutting 
VAT to five per cent in the construction sector - 
to promote growth and help small firms take on 
new staff.” 

David Philpott, chairman of the Institute of 
Directors (IoD) in Kent, said Mr Osborne was 
treating business to “tough love” and added: 
“The only way we will get a private sector recov¬ 
ery under way is through doggedly applying 
strict controls over the economy as a whole. 

The Government must now follow through 
and deliver root and branch reform to increase 
productivity levels in the public sector. 

“What we are witnessing is a once in a gener¬ 
ation chance to slim down the State. The current 
economic climate has forced the Government’s 
hand, but we do welcome the settlement for edu¬ 
cation, which will help improve the long¬ 


term supply of skills into the workforce. 

“However, the proposed hike in toll charges 
for the Dartford crossing from £1.50 per car to 
£2 next year, and rising to £2.50 in 2012, is bad 
news, affecting 150,000 users each day.” 

But Kent Science Park director James Speck 
was pleased hi-tech businesses there escaped sav¬ 
age public spending cuts that had been predicted. 

He said: “Britain remains a world leader in the 
hi-tech industries and cuts of 25-40 per cent to 
spending on research would have had a deeply 
negative effect. While it is disappointing that 
due to inflation the freeze on research spending 
represents a 10 per cent real-terms reduction in 
the budget over four years, we believe this is as 
acceptable burden for UK science. 

“It remains to be seen what impact cuts to 
capital expenditure will have, but we hope the 
Government has recognised the pivotal roles 
science and innovation must play in the UK’s 
future and will not allow that to be jeopardised 
through crippling cuts.” 

The Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) saw little benefit for the beleaguered 
Kent property and construction sector though. 

Spokesman Mark Goodwin said: “The 
Government is gambling with the economy by 
reducing communities and local government 
capital spending by 74 per cent over the next 
four years. This will have a significant effect on 
housing supply, especially social housing, 
already at historically low levels. 

“As well as reducing the number of afford¬ 
able homes, this could have a wider impact on 
the market where continued low supply will 
create affordability issues, particularly for 
first-time buyers.”

Eurostar links to Paris, Brussels and 
Lille, plus a 37-minute HS1 service to London St Fancras, 
where Deutsche Balm put one of its 200mph trains on 
show this week after a successful trial run through the 
Channel Tunnel, 

Tunnel owner Eurotunnel makes nearly half of its revenue 
from Eumstar services, yet has the capacity to double passen¬

offer, Amsterdam and Brussels could also feature. 

Eurostar has already fired a retaliatory shot: it 
announced a fares bonanza this week offering cut-price 
£89 return tickets to Cologne or Amsterdam and repeated 
the argument used in all recent speculation about new 
Channel Tunnel high-speed services, by stressing the city 
centre to city centre convenience of the modem trains - 
avoiding airport transfers and onerous security checks - 
and the ability for executive travellers to work on board. 

The point is not lost on potential investors in the H£l 
network, which has been earmarked as a possible £2 bil¬ 
lion asset, to cash in as the Government tackles the UK 
debt mountain.

WORK has begun on a £12 million 
refurbishment of the Hythe Imperial, 
designed to restore one of Kent’s 
largest hotels to former glories. 

But the flagship project has not launched as 
smoothly as developers hoped. Local cam¬ 
paigners are angry at what they see as a 
“greedy, selfish and short-sighted” bid to vary 
attendant plans for 75 affordable homes with¬ 
in the hotel’s prime location seafront grounds 
on the banks of the Royal Military Canal. 

Ashford-based developer GSE have gone 
back to Shepway council with a revision to last 
year’s permission that could see some four- 
bedroom houses increase in size, while some 
smaller and more affordable homes aimed at 
local buyers would lose out. 

Hythe Town Council has already rejected 
GSE’s amendment, but the final word rests 
with Shepway. The developer’s move was not 
unexpected, said David Plumstead of Shepway 
Environment and Community Network. He 
wrote to town councillors to complain that the 
revision was “as greedy, selfish and short- 
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HOUSEBUILDER Bellway, which has eight sites 
across Kent, has posted a £44.4 million return to 
profit in its latest results. 

But the upturn for the year to July, 2010, after 
slipping £29.8m into the red the year before, 
could not prevent its shares falling slightly at the 
news due to overall gloom pervading the hous¬ 
ing sector.

The hotel’s first phase should be complete by 
December, 2011, and will involve the replace¬ 
ment of the roof, as well as painting and new 
windows on the south and east sides. 

It will also get a new restaurant, kitchen and 
facilities, a feature atrium lift and new inter¬ 
nal fire escape, plus a reorganised and refur¬ 
bished fourth floor. New conferencing facilities 
should also improve the hotel’s attraction to 
business users. 

GSE chairman Darrell Healey said: “This is 
the start of an exciting new chapter in the his¬ 
tory of the hotel and will ensure Hythe has a 
hotel of which it can be rightly proud. 

Phase two starts in January, 2012, and 
involves more vital maintenance as well as a 
new hotel entrance, bar, business centre and 
reception area, while the exterior will gain 
more parking, formal gardens, and a children’s 
play area. 

A year on, the final phase brings a new golf 
clubhouse and refurbishment and expansion 
of changing rooms. A new health and beauty 
studio will be created and the gym, spa and 
swimming pool will be refurbished. 

The hotel employs 120 people and is man¬ 
aged by Mercure Hotels. Last year, it wel¬ 
comed 38,500 visitors - 10 per cent from 
abroad - and hosted 432 functions.

Directline Structures would appear to be at the cutting 
edge of a green building revolution. Last month, the 
Ashford firm added a prestigious Kent Environment 
Award for sustainable design and construction to its list 
of accolades, but while MD Duncan Murray is thrilled by 
the recognition, he points out that there is nothing 
revolutionary about what his firm does. That’s how 
we’ve always done it, he will tell you in his softly-spoken 
Edinburgh accent. What’s more, he’s not impressed by 
‘Johnny-come-lately’ bandwagon-jumpers seeking to 
cash in on a building method which, he argues, doesn’t 
need to be as expensive as some would have us believe. 
Business editor Steve Loader went onsite to hear more. 
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T HERE was no eureka 
moment for Duncan 
Murray when it came to 
creating environmentally 
friendly buildings. 

“Sustainable design is simply good design. 
It saves money for the client as well as help¬ 
ing the environment, and we’ve always done 
it this way,” he says in typically unflappable 
style, adding without any sign of boasting: 
“Everyone else is just catching up.” 

And far from being something customers 
thought they had to pay extra for, he 
believes sustainable buildings can also be 
built cost-effectively, stylishly and without 
what he sees as eco-gimmicks like wind 


turbines and solar panels - he has little 
time for what he believes are fads and 
‘greenwash’. “It used to be suggested that 
we must be cutting comers. But the way we 
build is all the rage now - it’s called effi¬ 
ciency and lean design.” 

Looking back on his career, he counts 
himself lucky to be have been allowed to 
roam across various disciplines to gain 
experience in both design and construction 
and build a reputation as a trouble-shooter 
for awkward or tightly-budgeted projects. 

He praised his first employer, engineering 
and constmction giant Tarmac, in particu¬ 
lar: “They steered me towards things that I 
was good at.” 

In his time he has been involved in every¬ 
thing from roads to reservoirs, waterworks

to sea defences and schools to sports halls, 
in the UK and abroad. 

But it was a desire to explore the new 
vogue for steel-frame buildings and see 
them through from initial inquiry to final 
execution to his exacting standards that 
prompted him to co-found Directline 
Structures in 1988. 

By this time, he and wife Jenny - then a 
creative perfumer - were living in Kent - 
and he had been working for an East 
Peckham firm, Arnold and Nathan. 

With a like-minded 
colleague, David Midcalf 
- now retired - he set 
up the new firm in tiny 
offices at Laddingford, 
later moving to 
Goudhurst. He was 
finally able to fulfil a 
dream to practise what 
he preached by design¬ 
ing and building a new 
company office, Orbital 
House on Ashford’s 
bustling Orbital Park, 
and moved in early last 
year. 

“People loved coming 
to our old office, but 
while the location was 
beautiful, transport links 
here are so much better - five minutes from 
junction 10 and from the train,” he says. 

And it is also, of course, a fantastic adver¬ 
tisement for the company’s sustainable phi¬ 
losophy and even includes a company bike 
so that staff can, in theory, cycle into the 
nearby town centre or station: “It’s only 
been used twice to my knowledge, but if we 
don’t have it then nobody is even going to 
try it,” argues Mr Murray. 

But while the elegant yet functional glass 
and steel bike shed is an obvious sign of the 
building’s green credentials, there is very 
little else to interrupt the clean lines - and 
certainly no wind turbines. 

“A windmill on the roof would be just to 
tell the world we are green,” he says. “I don’t 
think we have ever had a client ask us for a 
feature like that unless it was to show the 
world, but what we do do is make it possible 
for it to be added later if it were to become 
viable.” 

Hidden behind the facade of Orbital 


House though are features that do tick 
boxes for Mr Murray and contributed no 
more than 10 per cent to the £1.2 million 
cost of the offices. There is a rainwater¬ 
harvesting roof - the water goes to flushing 
toilets and watering the garden - and clever 
use of natural light and air to reduce power 
and ventilation use. 

The building also uses air-source heating, 
a seemingly magical process that uses resid¬ 
ual outside heat to boost temperatures 
inside the building. 

Gravel parking outside allows water to 
collect in a lagoon and soak away rather 
than overload the main drainage system 
and flood - “An all too common problem 
with new developments in other parts of 
Ashford,” Mr Murray observes. 

In addition, building Orbital House gener¬ 
ated minimal waste - just four skiploads 
when the industry benchmark is 10 times 
this. It was achieved by buying strictly what 
was needed, using nearby companies as 
first-choice suppliers and re-using anything 
becoming surplus to the build and adding 
up to an estimated 20 per cent saving in 
raw materials. 

Now home to Directline’s 15 full and 
part-time employees, the building also 
became the firm’s winning entry for the 
Kent Environment Awards. 

Asked what projects he wanted to result 
from such recognition, he said he would love 
more school projects like 
the one the firm is now 
handling in St Leonards 
in East Sussex. In his 
spare-time, Mr Murray 
is chairman of 
Rolvenden Parish 
Council and enjoys play¬ 
ing folk fiddle - “that’s 
my yoga” - and lively 
debates with daughters 
Emily and twins Katy 
and Helen.

EMPLOYERS must brace them¬ 
selves for radical changes in the 
jobs landscape after major intro¬ 
ductions this month under the 
Equality Act. 

Employment law experts at the Dartford 
and London-based practice Vizards Wyeth say 
the UK has seen nothing like it for decades 
and it brings new terminology, concepts and 
tests, widening the scope of disability discrim¬ 
ination and introducing new requirements. 

Simon Warley, Vizards Wyeth’s head of 
employment law, identified health as a major 
change and one example was the unaccept¬ 
ability of pre-employment health question¬ 
naires under the act. 

Employers should now avoid health-related 
questions until after deciding whether a candi¬ 
date is suitable for appointment, and even 
leave this until the end of the selection 
process. 

In fact, questions on application forms 
should only concentrate on information that is 
relevant to an individual’s ability to do the job, 
rather than for example, their date of birth or 
their health. The act does not prevent employ-

ers carrying out medical screening after a job 
offer has been made. Where a particular issue 
has been identified, the employer must make 
reasonable adjustments if this is possible. 

However, should it not be possible to make 
reasonable adjustments to the role or the 
workplace to enable the person to undertake 
the position, the employer may be entitled to 
withdraw the offer. 

If the employer chooses to withdraw the 
offer due to the candidate’s disability though, 
it is essential they document the thinking 
behind the decision and that it is reasonable, 
in order to avoid risking a disability discrimi¬ 
nation claim. 

Failure to do so is likely to incur severe 
potential penalties, and include litigation and 
the prospect of an investigation by the 
Equalities and Human Rights Commission. 

Vizards Wyeth’s overall advice is that 
employers should review existing job applica¬ 
tion forms, policies and documentation, and 
importantly the recruitment processes as a 
whole, following the arrival of the new Act. 


How to avoid 
email rebate 
scammers 

TAX experts at Maidstone-based DSH char¬ 
tered accountants and business advisers have 
issued tips against falling prey to emails trying 
to trick people into revealing bank details. 

The scammers have stepped up their efforts 
after news that more than four million taxpay¬ 
ers may be in line for a rebate, averaging £410 
per head. 

Tax manager at DSH, Steve Carpenter, said: 
“The use of poor English and unusual email 
addresses are usually enough to give fraud¬ 
sters away. But scammers are getting increas¬ 
ingly sophisticated so bogus emails and web¬ 
sites are increasingly difficult to tell apart from 
the real thing. One tell-tale sign is that the 
email will pretend to be from HMRC [HM 
Revenue and Customs] and try to extract the 
recipient’s bank or tax details.” 

But he added: “HMRC staff, of course, 
already know key tax details such as your 
National Insurance and tax reference numbers 
and will never request this information - or any 
other personal details - by email.” 

DSH tips in these instances is: 

• Do not reply to the email and do tell your 
accountant. 

• Never enter your log-in details directly from 
email links; visit the HMRC website instead 
and log-in to its online services. This will pro¬ 
tect your log-in and password. 

• Check where the link goes. This is simply 
done. If you hover your mouse pointer over 
the link for a few seconds a box will appear 
showing you where the link goes. It should 
always start with https://ecw.hmrc.gov.uk and 
must not contain the symbol @ anywhere 
within the link. 

• If you are not already logged into the service 
you will be directed to the following address 
to log in - https://online.hmrc.gov.uk/login. If 
taken to any other address do not log in. 
Contact instead HMRC’s online services 
helpdesk. 

• If you suspect you have received a so-called 
‘phishing’ email do not attempt to log in to 
Shared Workspace using the link. Instead, for¬ 
ward any suspicious emails to HMRC at 
phishing@hmrc.gsi.gov.uk. 

Steve Carpenter also reported bogus 
HMRC calls requesting bank details to pay a 
rebate. His tips here are: 

• Ask that the request be made in writing. 

• Ask the caller to tell you your address, Nl 
number and tax reference. 

• Tell the person to direct all inquiries to your 
accountant. 

• Ask for their phone number and say you’ll 
ring them back. Check that it is a genuine call 
from a legitimate HMRC number by calling 
your local tax office. 


Cross-border accountancy 

INTERNATIONAL common ground in accountancy prompted 
a seminar staged by McCabe Ford Williams in the historic 
Canterbury Cathedral Lodge. 

The delegates were members of the Association of 
Accountants and Auditors in Europe (AAAE), a network of 
European accountants of which McCabe Ford Williams 
(MFW) is a founder member. The AAAE hold such gatherings 
twice annually, with members taking it in turns to host. 

Representatives this time included colleagues from Belgium, 
Cyprus, France, Ireland and Holland. 

MFW partner and current AAAE president Nick Hayward 
(pictured left, speaking at the event) said: “The aim of the asso¬ 
ciation is to provide a support service for each other’s clients 
advising on cross-border tax, accounting and other business 
regulatory issues.

We also deal with ongoing work introduced by other 
members, for example preparing the accounts of UK sub¬ 
sidiaries of French companies and dealing with rental income 
for an Irish business with UK properties.”

Worth the risk 

Sp rinter Montell Douglas ignored warning

ALTHOUGH advised against

Games due to injury, golden 
girl Montell Douglas is more 
than happy she made the 
journey to India. 

The Blackheath & Bromley 
sprinter helped the 
England 4x100m relay 
team to gold in Delhi, 
despite feeling the effects of 
a serious knee injrny just 
a week ahead of the Games.

Commonwealth Games and says athletes who refused 
to make the trip to India missed out on a special event 


‘Delh games were one of 
the best there has been’ 



A FTER a bit of a slow start, 
the Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi really came to life 
and in the end I think India, 
as a nation, managed to pull it off. 

As president of Commonwealth Games 
England, in the lead up to going to the cham¬ 
pionships there was a degree of apprehension 
before we were scheduled to go, what with 
issues surrounding security and the state of 
accommodation for athletes, and it wasn’t 
until 10 days before the opening ceremony 
that we made a firm decision about going. 

There was no doubt that we were going to 
go, that was never really an issue, but we 
were only going to make the trip once we 
could guarantee our athletes’ safety, which 
was of course of paramount importance. 

I was out there with our team and in the 
end I think all nations were willing India to 
turn it around. We all know that if a major 
sports event goes to an affluent country, then 
more often than not they will be able to deal 
with any problems in the lead up and ensure 
everything is ready on time. 

But, if we only give major championships 
to affluent countries, then we are never 
going to inspire other nations and give them 
the chance of a lifetime. Sport has the ability 
to bring about change, but if we say we are 
never going to give an event like this to a 
developing country like India again because 
of the issues that have happened, then in my 
opinion that kills what sport truly stands for. 

W hat we have learned from this is that 
any country that gets to host a major 
Games that has never staged one 
before needs more support. They need help 
from federation’s and organising bodies that 
have experience of staging major sports

championships to give them a steer on how 
they should be run. 

There’s no doubt that India took on some¬ 
thing they really wanted to do, but perhaps 
didn’t realise the enormity of the task ahead. 
They lost their way a bit and weren’t helped 
by a monsoon in the lead up, and with all the 
negative press beforehand it just seemed to 
get worse for them, but to give them their 
dues they really pulled it off. 

When we first arrived in India, the first 
day was manic and it was really quite disor¬ 
ganised. That was principally down to the 
fact the organisers had focused so much of 
their attention on security and making sure 
everything was finished on time, so they did¬ 
n’t have the time to go through the process of 
how a major games operates. 

O nce we got through that first week, you 
could see the dramatic change each 
day. It just got better and better and by 
the end of our time there, I can honestly say 
it was one of the best Games there has been. 

It also proved to be a successful champi¬ 
onships for Team England as we came away 
with 37 gold medals and ended up with 
32 more medals overall than we did in 
Melbourne in 2006. Our preparations ahead 
of going to Delhi were far from ideal when 
some of our athletes began dropping out 
because they were misinformed. I absolutely 
believe that some of those that did pull out 
will really regret doing so. 

Some made their minds up not to go 
because it didn’t fit in their season and that’s 
fair enough, but there were others that 
dropped out prematurely because of things 
that were said before the Games. They were 
ill-informed and perhaps shouldn’t have 
made those decisions. When you get a chance 
to represent your country and compete for a 
medal, you shouldn’t pass that up as there 


could be times in your career when you get 
injured and that could impact on your hopes 
of competing at major Games. 

While they decided against going, it pro¬ 
vided an opportunity for others to step up to 
the plate and compete, what for many of 
them, was their first major championships. 
It’s a major stepping stone and is a great 
platform for the Olympics. Competing at a 
major multi-event sport like the 
Commonwealth Games is a pretty over¬ 
whelming experience, but those athletes 
would have learned more than they would 
have ever done from watching them on TV or 
speaking to other athletes. It’s a great prepa¬ 
ration for an Olympic experience and you 
should never underestimate how important 
that is. It also helps them believe that you 


can compete on the big stage and there were 
so many athletes that proved they could do 
that by stepping up a level. For the likes of 
Leon Baptiste, who won gold in the 200- 
metres, Zoe Smith, who picked up bronze in 
weightlifting, and Emma Jackson, one of my 
‘On Camp with Kelly 7 girls who came fourth 
in the 800, at her first senior champs, the 
experience really proved to them they can 
compete with the best in the world. 

It was truly a whirlwind experience and 
one I won’t forget. Now I am back there are a 
few exciting things I am working on, includ¬ 
ing a couple of TV shows, but I shall reveal all 
in my next column - so watch this space.

THE WORLD Touring Car 
Championship (WTCC) will not be 
coming back to Kent next year. 

Brands Hatch has featured on the 
popular championship’s calendar 
ever since 2006, but the event will 
now take place at Leicestershire’s 
Donington Park after organisers 
agreed a two-year deal. 

Brands Hatch was due to host the 
WTCC on July 17 next year after 
being announced on the provisional 
calendar, but that has been changed 
due to logistical reasons. 

The saloon car series has attracted 
reasonable crowds during the last 
four years, while this year’s meeting 
saw three-time world champion 
Andy Priaulx become the most suc¬ 
cessful driver in the series’ history by 
taking his 16th career win. 


Series promoter Marcello Lotti 
said: ‘We are happy with this agree¬ 
ment and we are sure that by work¬ 
ing in close collaboration we will be 
able to make the event one of the 
highlights of the WTCC season. 

“Donington Park is an historical 
venue for international motorsport 
and after its recent renovation it 
offers the level of facilities that our 


championship needs. Besides this, 
we have good memories of our previ¬ 
ous visits with the European Touring 
Car Championship.” 

It’s unclear at this stage if the 
Formula Two Championship, a 
series run by Brands Hatch owners 
MotorSport Vision, will also move to 
Donington Park as part of the 
WTCC support package. 


A SERIES of fine individual per¬ 
formances saw Kent preserve 
their place in the top tier of county 
swimming at last weekend’s 
national team championships in 
Sheffield. 

Having travelled north aiming 
to maintain their place in Division 
One, Kent finished 10th in the 
20-team competition featuring the 
best young swimmers in Britain. 

Katie Latham was the stand-out 
performer as she swam to first- 
place in the 12/13-years 100-metre 
freestyle, as well as finishing fifth 
in the 100m backstroke. 

Sevenoaks swimmer Xander 
Alari-Williams, captaining the 
boys team, lived up to his billing as 
he came home third in the 16/17- 
years 100m breaststroke. 


Kent swimming manager Jean 
Scott was full of praise for the 
travelling party and insisted the 
future of swimming in the county 
was looking healthy as a result. 

“It was brilliant, I’ve never seen 
a team swim so well,” she said. “We 
weren’t languishing down the 
table, we started off that way, but 
managed to turn it around.” 

The title of Division One champi¬ 
ons went to favourites Lancashire, 
who racked up 494 points, with 
Yorkshire second and Middlesex 
third. 

Kent were among a tightly- 
bunched group of counties in mid¬ 
table, with their total of 324 points 
only five short of Cheshire and a 
further five from eighth-placed 
Hertfordshire.

Briggs was punished over the 12-round 
fight and afterwards was taken to hospital 
from the 02 World Arena, in Hamburg, 
suffering from fractured cheekbones, con¬ 
cussion and a torn left bicep. 

Afterward, John-Lewis was reported to 
say: “These guys are tough and as long as 
a man fights back, you have to give him a 
chance.” 

When contacted by KOS Media on 
Monday the referee was unable to speak on 
the record about the fight under the 
instructions of British Boxing Board of 
Control secretary, Robert Smith. 

To blame John-Lewis alone for not stop¬ 
ping the fight would be unfair as the WBC 
officials, ringside doctor and challenger’s 
comer all failed to step in to save the chal¬ 
lenger from unnecessary punishment. 

As John-Lewis, ironically, could not 
defend himself in this report, maybe it 
would be pertinent to say it was boxing 
that failed Shannon Briggs on Saturday. 


Dallas ready for 
bigger challenges

UNBEATEN heavyweight Tom Dallas 
took his record to 12 wins (10 KOs), when 
he stopped Preston’s gutsy Paul Morris at 
the Troxy in London last Saturday. 

Dallas, from Chatham, weighed 351b 
heavier than Morris, who usually cam¬ 
paigns at cmiserweight, and the smaller 
man’s speed gave the 
Kent roofer a few 
awkward moments 
early on. 

Dallas landed solid 
jabs but found himself 
on the end of the odd 
sharp counter from 
Morris as he tried to 
close the distance. 

But it was the bigger 
man’s firepower that 
was doing the real damage and Morris grad¬ 
ually slowed as Dallas made his weight and 
strength tell. 

The Kent man kept up the pressure and 
towards the end of the third he landed a 
big right hand that staggered Morris, with 
the referee making a timely intervention 
at 2:55 of the round. 

The fast-improving Dallas, 25, looks 
ready for a better level of opposition. 

He said: “I found it a bit frustrating as he 
went back all the time. I stuck to the jab 
and knew I had six rounds to catch up 
with him and that’s what I did. 

“I’m ready to move up now. I spar with 
[ex-Olympic bronze medallist] David Price 
and don’t mind who they put me in with.”

KENT opening batsman Joe Denly 
says he will make no excuses for a 
season in which he failed to live up 
to his previous high standards. 

Speaking honestly and frankly about what 
was by his own admission a disappointing 
summer in a Kent shirt, the 24-year-old said 
there were technical issues with his game that 
he needs to work on, which he plans to do in a 
stint with Sydney Cricket Club in Australia 
this winter. 

The popular Kent right-hander scored just 
610 runs at an average of 21.03 in Division 
One of the LV= County Championship this 
year, way below the 1,000-run target he set 
himself at the start of the summer. 

Dropped 

For a player who prides himself on his per¬ 
formance, it was a tough season to digest, 
particularly as he set out with the plan of 
regaining his place in the England one-day 
side after having been dropped at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 

“Overall I was disappointed with the whole 
summer, especially with my four-day stuff,” he 
conceded. “Setting out at the beginning to pass 
1,000 runs is always a big aim of mine. 

“Losing my place in the England side was 
obviously very disappointing and I felt I need¬ 
ed to go into the first-class season with a point 
to prove, and I failed to do that to be honest. 

“By getting dropped it made me even more 
desperate to prove all those people wrong 
and to get back in that side and I think that 
might have taken my focus off what I need¬ 
ed to do to get back there. All my focus was 


on playing for England and not the task 
ahead, which was the season with Kent.” 

Denly even found himself doubting whether 
he could get out of a poor run of form with the 
bat and says the county schedule, which was 
no doubt difficult to deal with, didn’t help his 
situation. 

‘You certainly can start questioning yourself 
when you are in a lean run of form, doubts 
start creeping into your mind - not so much 
‘am I good enough’ - but rather how am I 
going to get out of this slump in form?” he said. 

“When it’s happening game after game you 
do start having those doubts, but the key is 
trying to remain positive and try and look for¬ 
ward to the next chance you get. The one thing 
I got out of the season was that I wasn’t look¬ 


ing forward to my next time at the crease or 
my next game, I was just thinking ‘I need a 
break’ but that was probably the wrong atti¬ 
tude to have. 

“I’m not making excuses, there are a couple 
of technical issues that I need to sort out and 
I will be working hard on doing that.” 

The Canterbury-born batter departs for 
Australia in December and plans to spend 
four months in Sydney working on his game in 
a bid to return to Kent ready to help the side 
back to Division One. 

“Over the last few years I haven’t had much 
time off and I wanted to plan my own winter 
and do my own thing,” he said. “I’ve been on 
Academies, trained at Loughborough and 
been on tour, and it’s been a bit repetitive.” 


New deal for Coles 

KENT head coach Paul Farbrace says all-rounder Matt 
Coles will be offered a new deal to stay at the club. 

The 20-year-old said the uncertainty about his con¬ 
tract was “playing on his mind” in an interview with 
KoS last week, and Farbrace has moved to assure 
Coles and the club’s members that the young all- 
rounder is very much part of his plans. 

“We are very keen to keep Matthew at the club,” he 
said. “We did have a discussion with him before he 
went to Australia and I went on holiday, and we have 
impressed on him to stay and we see his long-term 
future here. 

“We are proud of the fact he is a local boy and we 
very much understand his anxiety about his situation 
and that he wants to have his contract sorted out. 

“We will certainly be getting something in writing 
off to him shortly - there is no doubt that we want 
him to stay.”

A MOVE to top world superbike 
team Ten Kate Honda could be on 
the cards for free agent Shane 
‘Shakey’ Byrne. 

The two-time British champion, 
who was dropped by Althea Racing 
after a disappointing 2010 World 
Superbike Championship (WSB) 
campaign, has been mulling over his 
options for next year, but has held 
talks with the Honda-powered team. 

He said: “Ten Kate Honda is a pos¬ 
sibility, but I will probably be just 
one of a number of riders on a list 
they will be looking at. Obviously it 
would be great to stay in the WSB 
with a competitive team and I 
believe they have a good relation¬ 
ship with Honda.” 


Despite facing an uncertain 
future, the Sheppey rider is feeling 
positive about his options and is 
confident he will be on the grid 
next season, whether it be in the 
BSB or WSB.

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Fleet fans’ vote blow 


EBBSFLEET United stumbled into this week¬ 
end under a cloud of confusion after 
MyFootballClub members voted to take control 
of transfers away from manager Liam Daish. 

The controversial proposal was voted on by 
only 132 members, but the far-reaching conse¬ 
quences of the proposal would prevent the man¬ 
ager from signing players at short notice, with 
48 hours required for each ratification vote. 

As Kent on Sunday went to press, however, 
Ebbsfleet secretary Peter Danzey was in talks 
with the vote’s initiator, Paul Chamock, to get 
the ruling withdrawn in time for Saturday’s 
FA Cup tie with Boreham Wood. 

Danzey had earlier described his position as 
untenable after strongly opposing the move 
by MyFC, which Daish also advised against 
before members voted on Wednesday night. 

“It’s no way to run a football club,” Danzey 
said. “This week, we should have been doing 
nothing but prepare for the FA Cup and Liam 


should have been concentrating on getting the 
players ready, not worrying about things that 
are out of his control. 

“[Paul Chamock] attempted, in good faith, to 
get more members, but it’s rebounded and had 
the opposite effect. The person I keep mention¬ 
ing is [goalkeeper] Preston Edwards because 
we haven’t got any real cover in that position. 

“If Preston phones up and says he’s got the 
flu, where does that leave us? 

“My predicament is that I don’t depend on 
Ebbsfleet for a living so I could ignore MyFC 
and sign a player, but that affects people who 
do depend on the club for a living, like Liam, so 
I’m in a horrible position.” 

Ebbsfleet supporters were quick to voice 
their opposition to the scheme on the club’s 
fans fomm, with the proposal also ruling that 
members could vote against players leaving 
the club, even if Daish deemed them surplus 
to requirements.

Ford said: “The main part that attracted me 
to it was the potential.

“If the challenge of bringing the club hadn’t 
been there I don’t think I would have been 
interested, I’m not being fussy but that really 
did appeal to me and Steve.” 

He led the club for the first time on Tuesday 
and helped guide the side to a 2-2 draw 
against Hendon.

THE FUTURE for Kent next sea¬ 
son might not look as gloomy as 
first feared after it emerged the 
club could be in a position to make 
an addition to the playing squad. 

Concerns about fielding a 15-man team 
with finances dictating that there would be 
no room in the budget for any new faces, or an 
overseas star, might not be the case now as 
the green shoots of recovery begin to show at 
St Lawrence. 

Much of this renewed sense of optimism 
looks to have come from the start of the 
£8.2 million redevelopment project, and 
while it would be foolish to think at this 
early stage it would help bring in a host of 
new players, there already appears to be 
some tangible benefits. 

Head coach Paul Farbrace, speaking on 
his return from a holiday in the United 
States, explained that the “landscape has 
changed” at Kent and that bringing in a 
player or two next season might not be out 
of the question. 

“Maybe the position of the club, in terms of 
numbers of the squad, might not be as we 
thought at the end of the season,” he said. 
“Perhaps 14 or 15 on the staff is not going to 
be the case. We are perhaps not in as bad a 
position as eveiyone first thought. 

‘We are certainly not going to have lots of 
money thrown at us, but seeing the ground 
redevelopment under way has helped and 
that’s great credit to the chairman and the 



chief executive who have really got stuck in, 
and I’m sure there will be a knock-on effect as 
a result of that hard work.” 

It’s quite a dramatic turnaround from the 
end of the season, just over a month ago, in 
which Kent were relegated in the champi¬ 
onship and the futures of several key players 
at St Lawrence were in question. 

The change in fortune has even got 
Farbrace talking about potentially being able 
to bring a new face into the club, although he 
was quick to point out that had not yet been 
confirmed. 

“Hopefully, we can try and attract a bowler 
into the set up as that’s something we have 
needed and we certainly felt that last year,” 
he said. “If we can add a bowler, whether 
that be an overseas or a domestic, that 
would certainly strengthen our squad and I

feel we would be in a good position. No-one is 
saying we can definitely have this or that, 
but the situation is certainly more 
favourable than it was. 

“The landscape has changed and I am cer¬ 
tainly feeling more positive about things 
than I perhaps was, and seeing things hap¬ 
pen at the ground is good when it comes to 
speaking to players about committing their 
futures to Kent.” 

Having impressed both on and off the field 
in his short spell at Kent at the start of the 
summer, it’s no secret that South African fast 
bowler Makhaya Ntini would be welcomed 
back with open arms by all connected to the 
club. Farbrace has begun talking to a couple 
of players about next season and did say that 
Ntini was one he has been in regular contact 
with since he left. 

He said: “[Ntini] was outstanding for us 
during his time at Kent, but all I would say on 
that is conversations have been ongoing with 
him ever since he left. Whether he is the man 
to come back next year will depend on a lot of 
things like the Indian Premier League, his 
ambassadorial position and where he is at, so 
we’ll just have to see.” 

Talks with several players out of contract 
at the end of next season are also under 
way, while there was further good news this 
week that fast bowler Robbie Joseph is 
expected to be fit enough to bowl within the 
next 10 days after successful surgery on his 
injured shoulder. 


Racer’s lucky escape in Brands smash 


A FORMULA Ford racer was 
lucky to escape without injury 
after an horrific crash at Kent’s 
Brands Hatch last weekend, 
writes Chris Murphy.

Wolk was launched into a series 
of high-speed somersaults after 
contact during the Formula Ford 
Festival semi-final at the West 
Kingsdown circuit last Sunday. 

The car was pitched into a 
spin on the entry to Paddock 
Hill bend, one of the fastest cor¬ 
ners on the 1.2-mile track, and 
several cartwheels followed 
before the single-seater car 
slammed into the catch fencing. 
Wolk eventually ground to halt 
upside down in the gravel trap. 

Luckily the South African 


Formula Ford Midas champion 
emerged from the wreckage 
unaided, while his car was bare¬ 
ly unrecognisable. 

A spokesman for the track 
said: “He walked away which 
was amazing and shows how 
strong these cars are these 
days.” 

The accident was captured on 
video and has already attracted 
more than 80,000 hits on video¬ 
sharing website, YouTube. 

Denmark’s Dennis Lind 
clinched the 39th Formula Ford 
Festival title, finishing ahead of 
Australia’s Scott Pye and 
Cypriot Tio Ellinas.
